EVENING SESSION 
House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


A committee from the Honorable Senate, Senators Padbury, Anderson 
(Pondera) and Liggett, informed the House that the Senate was ready to 
meet in joint session for the purpose of hearing the message of His Ex- 
cellency, the Governor. 


The Honorable Senate entered and were escorted to seats prepared for 
them. 


The President of the Senate in the Chair. The joint session was called 
to order. 


The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate. 
The Chief Clerk called the roll of the House. 
A quorum of both Houses being present, the joint session convened. 


It was moved by Senator Mahoney, duly seconded and carried, that a 
committee of five, two members of the Senate and three members of the 
House be appointed to inform the Governor that the Senate and House of 
Representatives have convened in joint assembly and are ready to hear his 
message. 


The President of the Senate thereupon appointed Senator Mahoney, 
Chairman, and Senator Manning and Representatives Esp, Scofield and 
Graybill to inform the Governor that the Legislative Assembly was oo 
to hear his message. 


His Excellency, Governor John W. Bonner, then appeared and, upon 
being escorted to the Chief Clerk’s desk, was introduced by the President of 
the Senate and delivered the following message: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members 
of the Thirty-second Legislative Assembly: 


It is my destiny, and your destiny, to meet here as Governor and 
members of the Thirty-second Legislative Assembly at a time when our 
great State and Nation are beset with some of the greatest difficulties, 
from a security and economic standpoint, in their great respective histories. 
It is necessary that we make every effort to insure our security against 
foreign aggressors and it is just as necessary that we do everything possible 
in order to insure our economic and financial stability also, because if we 
do not, we will disintegrate, and, in reality, be conquered from within. 


These are not times for idle words. These are times that require 
action, because, literally speaking, our backs are against the wall. Now is 
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the time that we must conscientiously take inventory of the basic rights 
which we have as American citizens and assume our responsibilities as 
citizens in order to maintain these rights. And, unless we carry out these 
responsibilities, we are apt to lose every right we now enjoy. 


As public officials, we are charged with more than just maintaining ~ 
the status quo; we must use all our ability, avail ourselves of every oppor- 
tunity, and set as our goal, continued progress which. will assure our peo- 
ple a state government attune to the needs of the day; recognizing, how- 
ever, the need for economy and retrenchment. 


Due to the added cost of our military efforts in order to secure this 
nation from its enemies, unnecessary expenditures should not be made 
at this time. 


In state finances, we must forecast for twenty-four months in ad- 
vance; that is, for the biennium beginning July 1, 1951 to June 30, 1953. 
State revenue can not be forecast accurately and with assurance except 
as based upon your opinion as to economic trends. Volume of business, 
the scale of prices, wages and living costs, a careful analysis of the num- 
ber of anticipated recipients under our welfare act, and a careful study 
of anticipated income, as well as anticipated expenditures, all enter the 
situation which you will face. And only if you make such careful analysis 
and study, can so-called deficit financing be avoided. Where the law re- 
quires duties to be performed, such duties must be performed, especially 
where they affect the welfare of persons such as the needy aged, neglected 
children, the needy blind and silicosis sufferers, even though the appropria- 
tions be not adequate. ; 


We are in a war whether it be a formally declared war or not. The 
casualties suffered by our brave men vividly show this to be a fact. At 
the present time, our known casualties in Korea are the fourth highest in 
our history. Only in World War II, World War I and the Civil War have we 
suffered more casualties. 


It is about time we realize the grave situation that confronts us and 
in order for us to fulfill our responsibilities on the home front, we should, 
among other things, do everything possible to attain this objective, having 
in mind the welfare of the veteran and his dependents—especially giving 
to the Korean veteran and his dependents the same rights as those given 
to our veterans of other wars, and enact legislation which will give us an 
adequate civil defense program and a home-guard, in the event our national 
guard is called to active service. 


As I stated, we are meeting at a most serious time. The future is 
before us. With our great state and nation, with our great people and our 
great resources, we have nothing to fear if we perform our respective 
duties as a team, with the preservation of our state and nation upper- 
most in mind. No prejudice should thwart our purpose, no bias should 
encumber our judgment, and no personalities should becloud our vision, 
or hamper our endeavors. Petty political bickerings should not exhaust 
our energies which are now so sorely needed for the welfare of our state 
and nation. 


STATE GOVERNMENT 


The growth of public service performed by state governments, has 
assumed phenomenal proportions. The cost of these services, as far as 
state costs are concerned is amazing. In 1913 the States of the United 
States, collected a total of 345 million dollars; by’ 1942 this sum had 
reached 6.1 billion dollars and by 1949 amounted to 11.0 billion dollars, 
equivalent to more than 31 times the revenue collected in 1913. One of 
the real causes for such tremendous financial costs has been the rapidly 
changing nature of our industrial and social structure. Statistics show 
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that from 1942 to 1949, the cost of general state operations over the United 
States—aside from capital outlay and aid to local governments—grew 
from 1.9 billion dollars to 4.9 billion dollars, or 157.9%. State aid to local 
governments during this period, climbed from 1.8 billion to 38.5 billion or 
94.4%, 


It is interesting to look over a half century of our state government. 
During the first half of the present century, the population of Montana has 
more than doubled, increasing from 248,329 in 1900 to 591,024 in 1950, 
according to preliminary census figures. Yet in that same time-span, the 
expenditures of state government have increased from $371,500 (1900 
legislative appropriation) to $70,996,586 for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1950. (1951 Legislative Budget.) 


On a per capita basis the sums spent by the state government have 
risen from approximately $1.50 per inhabitant in 1900 to more than $119 
last year. 


This vast increase in the expenditures made by the state has been due 
in part to the pronounced change in the price structure of the nation. Yet 
the most important factor has been the number of services performed 
by the state. A comparison of the number of state boards, bureaus and de- 
partments existing in 1900 and the number existing at successive decades 
thereafter illustrates the extent of that expansion. 


The turn of the century found the State of Montana with seven elective 
offices, thirteen major administrative boards, bureaus and departments, 
four educational institutions, six custodial institutions, seven minor state 
departments and three examining and licensing boards, or a total of forty 
units of the executive branch of government. In the succeeding years, the 
total number grew to sixty-one in 1910, eighty-five in 1920, eighty-nine in 
1930, one hundred and seven in 1940, and one hundred and twenty in 1950. 
The 1950 total involves eight elective offices and boards, forty major 
beards and departments, six educational institutions, ten custodial institu- 
tions, including the home for the aged, thirty-four minor state agencies 
and twenty-three examining and licensing boards. 


On December Ist, 1950, Montana had 6,899 employees. (This figure 
includes all elective and appointed officials.) 


This mere enumeration of the number of separate state agencies does 
not in itself clearly portray the full extent of the enlargement of govern- 
ment activities. Even more important has been the activities and expendi- 
tures of individual agencies. Thus, the State Board of Health, which did 
not even exist as a governmental agency in 1900 presumably represents 
the addition of only one unit. Yet in 1950, the Health Board was sub- 
divided into more than a dozen departments, each of which by 1900 stand- 
ards would surely have been classified as a major state agency. 


The State Board of Equalization, which in 1900 was an ex-officio body 
meeting only occasionally for state assessment purposes, now comprises 
seven departments responsible for the collection of more than 20 million 
dollars in special license taxes which, with the exception of the inheritance 
tax, were not even thought of in 1900. 


By 1900 standards, $20,000,000 would have financed state government 
for more than 50 years. 


Thus, a cursory check of the 1950 state governmental structure shows 
not only 120 separate departments, but more than 70 subdivisions of de- 
partments. 


It is true that more than fifty of the existing state agencies are for 
the examining and licensing of applications for admissicn to certain regu- 
lated professions and occupations. Many of our departments duplicate the 
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work of others. The fact that Montana now has at least sixty-four 
major branches of government, is indicative of the need for an improved 
governmental structure. Many of these departments have been added with 
little thought as to their proper location from an administrative view- 
point. The need for fewer divisions of government and better alignment of 
functions seems to be as urgent in Montana as it is in other states and in 
federal activities. 


We certainly do not want to curb education, public health, mental 
health, assistance to the needy aged, the neglected children, the needy 
blind, silicosis payments, workmen’s compensation, unemployment compen- 
sation insurance, highways, or other needs or services which are now 
recognized as essential under our laws, or will be recognized as essential 
under future laws. However, in order to bring about economy and effi- 
ciency in state government in administering these laws and to eliminate, 
as much as possible, further taxation, the time has come when we must 
reorganize our state government as have some other states. Such a reor- 
ganization would permit us to better utilize state governmental service and 
eliminate waste of public funds wherever occurring, because of lack of re- 
organization. 


I therefore recommend and urge a complete reorganization of the ad- 
ministrative machinery of the state government. It is of the greatest im- 
portance to the citizens of our State. It presents a challenge and a grave 
responsibility. The responsibility is to make certain that we are perform- 
ing public service in a manner that is most efficient, economical and pro- 
ductive. We all realize that no government is perfect and, therefore, it is 
always subject to improvement and change. It is our duty, under present 
conditions, if we are to eliminate unreasonable taxation, to strive diligently 
to improve our existing structure of government at all levels and the time 
has arrived when we will have to begin work in this respect. 


I do not believe in bringing in outsiders to tell us how to run our state 
government. I recommend that this legislature create a committee on re- 
organization of the state government, with power and authority to study 
and formulate a program to present to this legislature; and, if necessary, 
to present to the next legislature, a program which will consolidate depart- 
ments, eliminate duplications of service, and to include in such program 
all other things, which in the opinion of the committee will bring about 
economy and a more efficient state government. This committee should 
be given an adequate appropriation to carry out its work. 


STATE FINANCES 


Unless we call a halt to duplication of duties, bring about consolidation 
of pertinent departments and practice economy wherever possible, it is 
obvious that we can not live within our income, no matter what new taxes 
are imposed upon our citizens. It is my policy to live within our income. 
If this income is carefully expended, I am convinced that—except for high- 
ways—our present revenues will adequately provide for the proper func- 
tion of state affairs without additional new taxes. 


We must see to it that our budget is kept balanced. We must see to it 
that the surplus in our General Fund is not used for operation, but for 
capital improvements only. And in making these capital improvements, we 
must keep a reasonable amount of money in the General Fund so that we 
will insure ourselves of not going into the red, as far as our state govern- 
ment is concerned. 


If you see fit to increase the expenditures of state government, you 
should also consider the source of revenue or taxes to take care of these 
expenditures. 


Montana tax laws have not been revised since 1921. It is my belief 
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that the state’s whole tax structure should be carefully reappraised in 
order that the tax burden be distributed fairly and equitably. I further 
recommend that you designate some appropriate state department, pro- 
viding it with the necessary finances, to study Montana’s tax structure 
and report its findings to the next legislature. 


On December 1, 1948, approximately a month before I took office, we 
had a balance of $8,998,592.89 in the General Fund. 


Our State Auditor has informed me that on December 1 of this year, 
we had a balance of $10,760,251.64 in the General Fund, or an increase of 
$1,766,658.75 in the General Fund during the past two years. 


Our total state funds invested on December 1, 1948, were $26,011,- 
996.55: Our total state funds invested as of December 1st of this year, 
amounted to $57,269,676.02 including the 20 million dollars of money not 
immediately needed for operations. This represents an increase of in- 
vested state funds during the past two years of $381,257,679.47. 


During the past year; we decreased state bonded indebtedness by 
$929,000—or almost a million dollars. 


While there was a substantial decrease in anticipated revenue from 
the beer, trade simulator, cigarette licenses, inheritances taxes, liquor 
license taxes, natural gas taxes, oil production taxes and telegraph mes- 
sage taxes, yet the over-all increase of revenues during the past two years 
over and above anticipated revenue, according to our State Accountant, 
amounts to $2,234,500.37. 


When I took office January 1, 1949, the State Liquor Board had an 
inventory of $2,887,762.11. On December 1, 1950, it had an inventory of 
$3,992,635.85. The increased inventory, therefore, over and above the in- 
ventory which we had when I took office is $1,104,873.74. The Liquor 
Board informs me that it felt it was good business, in light of conditions, to 
increase its inventory and had this inventory not been increased, the Gen- 
eral Fund would have been increased by approximately $1,100,000.00. It 
would have made the balance in the General Fund on December 1, 1950, 
$11,860,000, or an increase of $2,870,000 over the amount in the General 
Fund December 1, 1948. 


We invested for the first time the sum of 12 million dollars, which 
represents money accruing in order to pay our highway debentures. These 
debentures bear an average rate of 1.85% interest. The money we invested 
bears us 242% interest. In other words, this investment is giving us al- 
most 1% interest over and above the ‘interest we had to pay on the deben- 
tures which will inure to the peoople’s benefit in the sum of approximately 
$78,000. Again, we have for the first time invested the retirement funds 
of the State Highway Patrol which bear a rate of 242% interest per annum. 
This interest will add $2,750.00 to the Retirement Fund the first year. 
For the first time, we invested 20 million dollars of state monies not im- 
mediately needed for operations, in government securities which bear in- 
terest at 1.8%. The interest on this investment will amount to $216,000.00 
the first year. 


I believe our taxes have reached the ceiling of reasonableness. There- 
fore, I did not ask the State Board of Equalization to levy the sum of 2 
mills, or any part thereof, on property for the support of the General Fund, 
which the law permits. This saved the taxpayers $920,000 per year, or a 
total of $1,840,000 for the past two years. 


It is thus obvious that at the end of the biennium, our budget will be 
more than balanced and it is now our duty to keep it balanced. 
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CIVILIAN DEFENSE AND HOME GUARD 


In view of grave world conditions and of the possibility of invasion of 
this country, it is my belief that the communities of Montana should per- 
fect comprehensive civil defense programs without delay. For the past 
nine months, I have been working with the Montana Disaster Council and 
am glad to report that an interim Civil Defense Plan has been prepared 
and adopted, and submitted to most of the communities of the state. 
Legislation is necessary to enable the state and the municipalities to take 
the action necessary to operate civil defense plans, which will contemplate 
the maximum utilization of state and municipal facilities, officials and 
employees. 


I recommend the passage of a civil defense bill, including an appro- 
priation sufficient to enable the State of Montana to prepare and put into 
operation an efficient civil defense program. I deem this necessary not 
only for the protection of the people and resources of this state, but also 
to enable us to plan assistance to neighboring states where possible attack 
may require the evacuation of large numbers of their citizens. 


If our National Guard is called to duty, it is my opinion that we should 
have a Home Guard, and I so recommend, 


I do not believe we should create any more departments and in the 
event you agree with me that we should have laws authorizing Civil De- 
fense and a Home Guard, it is my recommendation that you place Civil 
Defense and a Home Guard under the Adjutant General’s department, or 
abolish that department and create instead a department known as the 
Defense Department which would include the National Guard, Home 
Guard, Civilian Defense and Disaster Council, all under the direction of 
the Adjutant General. 


RE-APPROPRIATIONS 


I recommend that you re-appropriate unexpended money on post- 
war planning as well as buildings and improvements not yet completed. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 


The Women’s Dormitory, the Recreation building, the Bakery, the 
Laundry building, the Milking Barn, the Cattle Sheds, the Butcher Shop, 
the Commissary and the Warehouse have been completed at Montana 
State Hospital at Warm Springs. We have let contracts for the remodel- 
ing of the children’s building and the kitchen at this hospital. 


We have awarded the contract for the Home for the Aged at Lewis- 
town which will house 157 persons. The Board of Examiners, as directed 
by the last legislature, selected the site for this home at Lewistown and 
the people of Lewistown, through voluntary subscription, purchased the 
site. This site has already been incorporated in the city limits of Lewis- 
town which will give ts home, when completed, police, water and fire 
protection. 


We have let a contract for the Veterans’-Pioneer Memorial building 
located in Helena. 


We have let contracts for a 24-unit employee apartment, a kitchen, a 
complete power plant and steam distribution system, a 90-bed dormitory 
for permanent employee- personnel, a sewerage disposal plant and a com- 
plete new wing for patients at our Tuberculosis Sanitarium at Galen. When 
these improvements are completed, we will, of course, have more bed 
space and that will enable our Indian citizens to receive treatment. 


The new office building at Helena has been completed. 
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We have awarded a contract for the construction of a new garage and 
storage shed, as well as additional facilities for the irrigation system for 
the farm at our Soldiers’ Home at Columbia Falls. 


All improvements authorized by the last legislature have been com- 
pleted, or are in the process of construction except construction under the 
five-million-dollar bond issue for the units of the Greater University of 
Montana. This construction has been held up because of a controversy 
between the Board of Education and the Board of Examiners. 


NEEDED BUILDINGS 


Bearing in mind that we should not make unnecessary expenditures 
at this time, I have investigated the needs for improvements at our state 
institutions and after such investigation and after keeping such improve- 
ments to the minimum, I urge that you appropriate sufficient funds for 
our state institutions as hereinafter set forth. 


In my judgment, and in the judgment of all those who have studied 
and are familiar with these institutions, the proposed improvements are 
vitally needed and should not be delayed, because delay in their construc- 
tion or procurement will cause irreparable injury and hardship to those 
who are cared for by these institutions. 


The cost for these recommended improvements can well be taken out 
of our General Fund, which will entail no additional tax to our citizens 
and will, at the same time, in my judgment, leave a sufficient balance in 
the General Fund to insure the continuance of a balanced budget for our 
state, 


There are approximately 1,900 patients at our State Hospital. The 
greatest needs for the hospital are another X-ray, a receiving ward of mod- 
ern, fireproof construction to house 125 patients and a new dormitory 
building to house 125 patients. These buildings should be of two-story 
design to eliminate the necessity of removing roofs, extending elevators 
and so forth when expanded needs demand additional space. These are im- 
mediate needs and will cost approximately $1,597,000. 


The State Tubercular Sanitarium at Galen with a daily average at- 
tendance of 110 people, is in need of more buildings for employee-person- 
nel, improvements to the grounds and hospital, in an amount of approxi- 
mately $500,000. 


The School for the Deaf and Blind at Great Falls has an attendance of 
91 Montana children whose hearing or vision prevents them from making 
satisfactory progress in public schools. 


A new boiler house, apart from the school building, and additional 
storage space is needed. This will entail a cost of approximately $75,000. 


The State Vocational School for Girls at Helena has an attendance of 
42 girls. The immediate needs of this school are: Replacement of the roofs 
of the main building and the gymnasium, the construction of a boiler room, 
construction of a water tower and necessary piping to provide adequate 
fire protection and water storage for the school. This will entail a cost of 
approximately $106,125.00. 


The State Orphans’ Home at Twin Bridges has 104 children in at- 
tendance. The immediate needs of this school are: A sewerage disposal 
plant, water mains, sidewalks and electrical wiring, all of which will total 
approximately $105,258.83. 


The State Industrial School has an attendance of 130 boys and is in 
need of a school building and more dormitory space which will entail an 
expenditure of approximately $640,000. 
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More dormitory space is needed at our Soldiers’ Home. Investigation 
discloses that a new building, costing approximately $80,000 would go a 
long way in solving the housing problem at our Soldiers’ Home at Colum- 
bia Falls. e 


You realize, and I realize, that the 3,545 people in our state institutions 
can not be cured or rehabilitated or properly cared for by brick and mortar 
alone. At the same time, the most skillful doctors, nurses, attendants and 
teachers are severely handicapped if they must administer to people who 
are housed in crowded quarters which are inadequately designed, con- 
structed and maintained. 


We have been progressing well in taking care of our institutions and 
I know that you will agree with me that we should continue this progress 
without hesitation. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


We have made notable progress with our public schools and the 
Equalization Law, passed by the last legislature, contributed substantially 
to this progress. However, we have not solved our public school problem, 
which is to make our public schools superior from kindergarten through 
college and I ask that you give careful-consideration to all proposed legis- 
lation which will benefit our public school system. 


CONSERVATION EDUCATION 


Because Conservation Education is basic to our democratic public 
school system, I recommend that adequate funds be provided for the 
stimulation and promotion of this type of education in our public schools 
and in our higher public educational institutions. 


UNIFORM LAWS 


The State Commission on Uniform Laws was created by Chapter 175 
of the Session Laws of 1945. The statute provides, in part, that the Com- 
mission report to each regular session of the Legislature and make 
recommendations for legislation and to “Bring about, as far as practicable, 
the uniform, judicial interpretation of all uniform laws.” Unfortunately, 
the commission has never been provided with funds to defray its expenses 
or the expenses of individual commissioners in attending meetings of the 
National Conference. Thus, the commission has operated under a serious 
handicap in the performance of its intended functions. I, therefore, recom- 
mend that you give this commission a sufficient appropriation in order to 
finance its work on uniformity of the laws because this is a matter which 
is vital to this state and its citizens. 


SEPARATE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND INDUSTRY 


In accordance with the referendum approved by the people at the last 
general election, I reeommend and urge that you pass appropriate legisla- 
tion together with an adequate appropriation in order to establish an ef- 
ficient Department of Labor and Industry which will be enabled to carry 
out the responsibilities expected of it by the people. 


SILICOSIS PAYMENTS 


In light of the high cost of living, I recommend that you substantially 
increase silicosis payments. 


PUBLIC WELFARE 


We all recognize that it is our duty to adequately care for the needy 
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aged, the blind and neglected and dependent children so that they may 
live in decency. It is obvious to everyone of us that the increased living 
costs have far offset increased payments, and I therefore recommend that 
you carefully examine the situation affecting these worthy beneficiaries 
of state assistance and enact appropriate legislation which will substan- 
tially increase their monthly allowances. At the present time, their allow- 
ances are far from adequate and therefore should be given special atten- 
tion. 


During the past two years, because of increased payments to the aged, 
Montana has jumped from 28rd to 11th place in the nation, as far as these 
payments are concerned. However, when the last legislature considered 
the appropriations for the needy aged, the blind and the neglected chil- 
dren, it evidently did not anticipate 1,359 additional persons who subse- 
quently were placed on the rolls as recipients. 


The Welfare Department asked the last Legislature for $4,483,650 
for each year and received $4,180,480 for each year—a reduction of $253,- 
170 each year, which, if granted, would have eliminated any deficiency 
which may exist at the end of this fiscal year and which would also have 
eliminated any decreases in grants which have been made. 


During last winter, when we had severe storms in our northern tier 
of counties, many Indian children were placed on the rolls as neglected 
children and it was determined by the Welfare Commission, upon my recom- 
mendation, that there would be no discrimination as to payments. Fur- 
thermore, because of the high cost of living, and in accordance with the 
Attorney General’s opinion, in which I fully agree, standards were raised 
for the recipients. However, in order to take care of those qualified to 
receive assistance and in order to give an amount which would permit 
them to live in as much decency and comfort as possible, we may have a 
deficiency. For this deficiency, in the event it occurs, I do not apologize 
for the simple reason that, as I said, I believe it is our duty to adequately 
care for the needy aged, blind and dependent children. 


AID TO THE BLIND 


In order to help our needy blind, I recommend that they be allowed 
up to $50.00 earned income, exclusive of their needs, under House Bill 
6000 United States Congress, and I urge that you pass legislation to this 
effect. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


In light of the high cost of living, I recommend most earnestly that 
consideration be given to liberalizing the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 


I also recommend, as a means of employing physically handicapped 
workers, and especially veterans, that consideration be given to a second 
injury law. 


UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 


Because of the present high cost of living, the reconversion to war 
industries and the high seasonability of our employment, I recommend that 
our Unemployment Compensation laws be carefully reviewed to the end 
that they reflect these conditions. 


VETERANS 


Montana is proud of its veterans and dependents and in order to show 
our appreciation, we want to do everything we can to give them a chance 
to make a decent living and to establish themselves in their respective 
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communities. In order to accomplish this, worthy legislation concerning 
them should always be carefully considered. 


In order to help insure the education of children of veterans killed in 
action or who died of disease in World War II, I recommend that money be 
reappropriated to give those children free tuition at any of our Montana 
public educational institutions, as authorized by the law passed during the 
last legislature. I also ask that this law be amended to give children of 
veterans killed in action or who died of disease during the Korean conflict, 
free tuition at any of our public educational institutions, with an adequate 
appropriation to carry out the intent of the amendment. 


I again recommend, that in order to aid veterans, you enact a second 
injury law, under our Workmen’s Compensation Act. 


I also recommend that you give serious consideration to appropriations 
asked for by the Veterans’ Welfare Commission. 


Dependents of servicemen should be provided with adequate means 
whereby they can live in comfort and decency. They are entitled to the 
same standard of living as the dependents of a man who has been deferred 
for work in an essential war industry or who is permitted to lead a normal 
life amidst increased wages and salaries, on account of national emer- 
gencies or war. 


I therefore recommend that you memorialize Congress to pass legis- 
lation which will bring about this objective and that such legislation pro- 
vide that such payments begin immediately when a person enters the 
military service of his country. 


The foregoing constitute matters which I deem essential at this time 
in order to help the veterans and their dependents, and, undoubtedly, many 
other worthy measures will be presented to you by the veterans and their 
dependents for your consideration, and I urge that you give these pro- 
posed measures your utmost consideration. 


HIGHWAYS 


Our highway situation in Montana is serious. Something must be 
done by this legislature if we are to save what highways we have and to 
have an adequate program of highway construction in this state. I think 
it is obvious to all that the people of Montana want action now on our 
highway program. 


It is the policy of the State Highway Commission, regardless of pres- 
ent conditions, to construct necessary highway projects whenever author- 
ized to do so by the United States. With this policy, I agree because 
highways are essential to the defense of this nation, and we should, there- 
fore, construct as many projects as possible. 


Farm-to-market roads are essential in this state and I recommend that 
you give these roads your utmost attention with the view of inaugurating 
a real program of farm-to-market roads in this state. 


It should be remembered that in time of disaster, most of our coun- 
ties do not have the money in order to keep their roads clear of snow. 
During the winter of 1949, although the United States gave us $40,000.00, 
our Highway Commission was forced to expend $40,000.00 of its own 
funds in order to keep county and farm-approach roads open. During the 
winter of 1950, again, even though the United States gave us $105,000.00, 
the Highway Commission was forced to spend $278,000 in order to keep the 
county and farm-approach roads open. I cite you these figures so that 
you will be conversant with the fact that the State Highway Commission 
at times, is beset with problems other than those pertaining to highways 
under its immediate jurisdiction. 
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The Highway Commission, in conjunction with the Governor’s Interim 
Highway Committee, states that it is necessary that we obtain a minimum 
of $9,000,000 if we are to take advantage of federal funds already available 
and which may be available in order to have a real highway program. 


Our present highway financial condition, as given me by the Highway 
Commission, is as follows:

During the last year, we have added the Sidney-Circle project and 
the East Shore-Flathead Lake Project to our Primary System. 


It is estimated that tourists spent the sum of $70,727,327.00 this year 
in our state, and it is estimated that they will spend approximately 
$75,000,000 next year. 


All in all, taking everything into consideration, it is evident that high- 
way legislation, in order to provide the adequate funds for continued road 
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construction is a MUST during this legislature and I am sure that you 
will pass adequate legislation in order to insure a real highway program 
for Montana. 


There are many ways, as you know, whereby additional revenue may 
be obtained, but I do not believe that any further tax or license should be 
placed on private passenger vehicles for the obvious reason that a further 
tax or license on such vehicles would not be equitable. 


I also believe that the present use-tax on passenger vehicles is in- 
equitable and I ask that it be abolished. 


STATE HIGHWAY PATROL 


Our State Highway Patrol is a very efficient organization. It is com- 
posed of high-calibre men and is a credit to this state. However, the sal- 
aries paid these patrolmen are grossly inadequate and I recommend that 
you seriously consider appropriations which will insure them salaries com- 
mensurate with the fine service they render to this state. 


RURAL ELECTRIFICATION AND RURAL TELEPHONES 


I believe we should do everything possible to aid rural electrification 
and rural telephones in Montana with-the view of extending them when- 
ever we can to every farmer and rancher in Montana. 


INDIANS 


Many problems confronting our Indians in Montana have not been 
solved. They have not been solved, in my opinion, because there has not 
been a concerted effort from a state level to present the facts clearly to 
the Indian Department and to the Congress of the United States, and to 
continually insist that these problems be solved. 


Many persons in this state, including governors and members of con- 
gress, and the Indians themselves, have sincerely tried to do everything 
possible in order to solve our Indian problems. However, in order to give 
our Indians the consideration they deserve and the help that they deserve 
in solving their problems, we should authorize some agency of our state 
government to handle Indian affairs and I recommend that you make such 
authorization. Indian problems are so numerous that they will require 
the full time services of a responsible person through the year to take 
care of them. 


WATER CONSERVATION BOARD 


One of the essential programs for Montana, is, of course, reclamation. 
We must go ahead with this fine program and any adequate financial pro- 
visions which will permit the Water Conservation Board to proceed with 
its projects, merits, in my opinion, your serious consideration. 


During the past two years, this board has carried out to completion 
and initiated projects which will irrigate 25,100 acres of newly irrigated 
lands in Montana and a water supply for 35,500 acres which will be sup- 
plemental. 


I know we all believe in small irrigation projects and we hope to con- 
tinue our program through the Water Conservation Board in this direc- 
tion, because irrigated lands mean everything to the prosperity of our 
ranchers and farmers in this state. 


WATERS 


Our policy has been and is now, Montana waters for Montana people, 
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with the safeguarding of all water rights. Pursuant to this policy, I am 
happy to inform you that in most respects we have been able to maintain 
this policy. It would appear at this time that this policy is being adhered 
to as far as the Columbia and Missouri rivers are concerned. The Waterton 
and Belly rivers present a situation which does not appear beneficial to 
Montana. It may be that the International Joint Commission will end in a 
deadlock. Something has to be done if we are to save a share of this water 
for Montana to which it is entitled. Unless we do get our share of these 
waters by virtue of a decision of the International Joint Commission, I urge 
that you memorialize Congress to appropriate sufficient money with 
which to drive an all-American tunnel to capture these waters before they 
cross the international boundary, in accordance with Bureau of Reclama- 
tion plans. 


Pursuant to the authorization of the last legislature and an act of 
congress, we have entered into a proposed compact with the states of 
Wyoming and North Dakota concerning the distribution of waters in the 
Yellowstone river. I urge you to carefully study this proposed compact 
before giving either approval or disapproval of it. 


GRASSHOPPER CONTROL INVESTIGATION 


Responsible authorities have informed me that we should have a 
special appropriation to be used for range grasshopper control investiga- 
tions. While adequate methods are now known for killing grasshoppers, it 
is felt that the cost of such operations must be ascertained before they 
can be accurately applied over our vast range areas in this state. 


Dr. J. H. Pepper, state entomologist, states that in order to accom- 
plish this investigation, we should have an appropriation of $8,486 for 
1951-52, and $6,736.00 for 1952-53, and I so recommend. 


FISH AND GAME 


We must inaugurate a program of immediate restoration and develop- 
ment of fish and game resources to the fullest extent in this state and I 
especially invite your attention to any legislation which will aid in bringing 
this about. 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL LAWS 


The first of the existing statutes of Montana relating to the control 
of alcoholic beverages was passed at the 1933 session of the legislative as- 
sembly in anticipation of repeal of the prohibition amendment. In 1937 
sale of liquor by licensed retailers was authorized by the legislature. 
Amendments and additions to these laws subsequent to their original en- 
actment have made portions of the original statutes obsolete and have 
caused inconsistencies and conflicts which should not be allowed to con- 
tinue. I recommend that the present alcoholic beverage control laws be 
overhauled so that a consistent and understandable body of law relating to 
that subject will result, but which will retain the intent and purpose of the 
original enactments. The resulting legislation must be such as will meet 
with the approval of the people of this state and must be in substantial 
conformity with public thinking. 


INDUSTRIAL SURVEY 


The last legislature created a Montana Resources Development Board, 
which expired December 31, 1950, but this board was handicapped because 
of lack of an appropriation.. I urge that you create this board with a 
reasonable appropriation because with our great resources, undoubtedly, 
we can encourage new additional business to come to this state. At the 
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present time, there is no uniformity of information or assistance to those 
who contemplate coming to this state. Other states have made progress in 
this direction, having agencies which correspond to the Montana Resources 
Development Board. In my opinion, the recreation of this board with an 
appropriation is one of the most important matters that face us today if 
we are to make progress in this state, and I ask that you give it the utmost 
consideration. 


RUSSELL MEMORIAL COMMISSION 


This commission, thus far, has collected a net sum of $3,791.63 by 
popular subscription toward placing a statue of Charles M. Russell, Mon- 
tana’s great cowboy artist, in Statuary Hall in Washington, D. C. 


It is estimated that it will cost $45,000 to place this statue of Charles 
M. Russell in Statuary Hall, in conformity with the act passed by the 
1947 legislative assembly of Montana. I recommend that you appropriate 
additional money to that acquired already by the commission so that a 
statue of Charles M. Russell may be placed in Statuary Hall. It would be 
a great honor to Montana and this nation to place a statue of this great 
cowboy artist among those of other dignitaries of this state and nation. 


ADULT PROBATION AND PAROLE LAW 


Our present laws relating to probation, pardons and paroles are anti- 
quated. In order to bring about justice and true rehabilitation, it is neces- 
ary that these laws be amended. Uniform sentences are the exception and 
not the general rule in Montana. In order to bring our parole system up 
to date, I recommend that you pass a parole law for the State of Mon- 
tana which is similar to that passed by other states which is bringing 
about good results. 


HIGHER EDUCATION 


A referendum was presented by the 1947 legislative assembly of Mon- 
tana to the people of this state for the approval or disapproval of a five 
million dollar bond issue for the purpose of constructing buildings in the 
various units of the Greater University System. 


This referendum was approved by the people at the general election 
in November 1948. The last legislature passed an act which authorized 
the State Board of Examiners to issue and sell the bonds. 


The Board of Education made a proposed allocation of the funds to the 
various units of our university system for buildings, as did a majority of 
the State Board of Examiners. These allocations differed and each board 
ooo the legal right to make the allocation under our Constitution and 
aws. 


There is a question of law as to which board has the authority to 
make the allocations and because of the controversy between the two 
boards, no buildings have been constructed and the matter is before the 
courts. 


The five million dollars has been invested, bringing a substantial 
amount of interest. There are some who claim that this interest should 
be added to the five million dollars for the construction of the buildings 
and there are some who claim that this interest should be used to help 
retire the debt. Thus, again, a question of law is presented. 


The present problem concerning the allocations under the bond issue 
and the interest is, therefore, one for either you or the courts to solve. 


Because of the alleged legal over-lapping between the responsibilities 
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of the Board of Education and the Board of Examiners and the legal con- 
troversy as to how the interest should be used, I believe it necessary—not 
only for the solution of our present higher educational building program, 
but also for future assurance that similar conflicts will not arise—that 
you pass appropriate legislation therefor. 


Politics, as far as is humanly possible, should be taken out of education. 
I pledge you my support in this regard, and I ask that in adopting legisla- 
tion concerning the present building controversy, and in making appropria- 
tions for the various units of the Greater University System, that you 
keep this thought constantly in mind. 


CONCLUSION 


It is my belief that we are merely servants of the people in running 
this government and that every officer and appointee should be above 
reproach in the conduct of his or her office. In accordance with these be- 


liefs, I assure you of my full cooperation in any investigation you may 
decide to make. 


The people of Montana are expecting much of this legislature and 
their expectations will end in disappointment unless the executive and 
legistative branches carry out their respective duties in utmost harmony. 


I know that you realize how intensely the people are thinking. It is 
your duty and my duty to see to it that our actions during this session of 
the legislature meet the approval of the people of Montana. 


As I mentioned to you before, we are meeting at a serious time in the 
history of our state and nation. Honest men must speak up for the truth, 
whatever be the costs in private, public or political sacrifice. Our fore- 
fathers and those who came after them, in founding and preserving this 
state and nation, risked their lives and fortunes. Only by such a spirit of 
courage and willingness to sacrifice, can we preserve the heritage so dear 
to the hearts of all patriotic Americans. 


I sincerely hope that your stay in the Capital City will be pleasant and 
that by our working together as a team, with the Divine Guidance we 
seek in all great and important undertakings, we can and will accomplish 
what the people of the state expect us to accomplish in keeping our gov- 
ernmental and economic house in order. 


It was moved by Senator Mahoney, duly second and carried, that a 
thousand copies of the Governor’s Message be printed and distributed to 
the members of the House and members of the Senate, to the Governor’s 
offices and other state offices. 


It was moved by Senator Mahoney, duly seconded and carried, that 
the Joint Assembly now dissolve and that the members of the Senate re- 
pair to the Senate Chambers. 

House recessed. 


House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


It was moved by McElwain, duly seconded and carried, that the House 
adjourn until 1:00 P. M., Wednesday, January 3, 1951.

One of our vital state institutions is the Montana State Training 
School at Boulder. This school is outstanding and has been making real 
progress under the direction of its able superintendent, Dr. Arthur E. 
Westwell, 


Five hundred fifty-five (555) persons are crowded into space at this 
school which, according to Montana law, should house only 380. 


A careful investigation discloses that the school’s greatest need is for 
a hospital-infirmary building, with bed space for thirty boys and thirty 
girls with its own surgery, dental clinic, observation and dining rooms. 
This school also needs another dormitory as well as a steam distribution 
and power plant. The total cost of the hospital, dormitory and steam dis- 
tribution and power plant will be approximately $975,000. 


The proposed improvements I have herein enumerated are the very 
minimum which are required in order that those attending this school are 
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adequately cared for. The costs of these improvements could well be taken 
out of the General Fund in line with my recommendation heretofore made 
as to improvements at other institutions without reducing the General 
Fund to an unreasonable amount.

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REPORT OF PARDONS AND COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE 
1949 and 1950 


PARDONS 
Governor Ford 


ALBER, EUGENE O.—-Cascade county; second degree assault; sen- 
tenced April 24, 1948 for term of five (5) years. This man passed a Civil 
Service examination and was appointed classified substitute clerk at Great 
Falls post office. Pardon of his (suspended) sentence was asked in order 
that it would not reflect upon nor hamper his record, his ability to hold a 
job and his advancement. Executive clemency recommended by Honorable 
C. F. Holt. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action January 13, 1949. 


REBISH, HENRY.—Beaverhead county; reckless driving; sentenced 
April 14, 1949 for term of six (6) months in Beaverhead county jail, three 
(3) months of which were suspended; clemency and pardon requested in 
order that this young man could be released to help his father on his 
ranch and because full execution of sentence would serve no good purpose; 
prisoner had served sixty (60) days and was without funds to pay $100 
fine. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action August 2, 1949. 


COMMUTATIONS 
Governor Ford 


FARR, FRANK J.—Powell county; first degree murder; sentenced to 
life imprisonment, August 28, 1989. No evidence available to show that 
this was a “cold-blooded, premeditated killing.” During trial, Farr’s at- 
torney recommended that his client plead guilty to first degree murder 
on the theory that this was the easiest way out. The man’s institutional 


record was exemplary and no good purpose would be served by further 
confinement. 


EVANS, ALOYSIUS.—Pondera county; first degree murder, sentenced 
to life imprisonment, November 9, 1936. This man was an Indian who had 
served twelve (12) years and would have been eligible for parole at the 
end of thirteen (138) years nine (9) months. Honorable R. M. Hattersley 
recommends clemency. The man is a model prisoner and was in immediate 
danger of losing his eyesight unless a delicate operation was performed 
forthwith. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action January 13, 1949. 


EDWARDS, CLEARANCE WILLIAM.—Gallatin county; second degree 
murder; sentenced December 12, 1940, to term of thirty (30) years. Com- 
mutation of sentence to eight (8) years requested on basis of prisoner’s- 
age (60) and for the reason that he was a skilled carpenter and brick- 
layer and, if permitted to continue his trade, would be able to become estab- 
lished before he was too old. Institutional record good. Pardon Board ap- 
proved Governor’s action January 18, 1949. 


PARDONS 
Governor Bonner 


ALLISON, JAMES A.—Rosebud county; involuntary manslaughter; 
sentenced June 5, 1946; one (1) year; prisoner was granted several respites 
by district judge because of his poor physical condition; imprisoned De- 
cember 5, 1948. Governor requested pardon on basis that at least three 
doctors, who consulted with other doctors, stated that prisoner’s health 
was poor and that he must undergo surgery at once. Pardon Board ap- 
proved Governor’s action September 7, 1949. 


SHUPE, WILLIAM.—Hill county; uttering fraudulent check; sentenced 
March 17, 1949 to term of three (8) years. Governor asked conditional 
pardon on basis that tavern owner had been repaid full amount before 
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prisoner’s trial. Prisoner was combat veteran of the Pacific theater where 
he was awarded Silver Star for heroism above and beyond the call of duty. 
Prisoner had no prior convictions and led model life during his confine- 
ment. His wife was forced to work to support the couple’s minor child. 
girgan asked because prisoner should rightly have been sent to county 
jail. 

GILBERT, CALVIN C.—Hill county; uttering fraudulent check; sen- 
tenced March 17, 1949 to term of six (6) years. Governor asked commuta- 
tion of sentence to three (3) years and conditional pardon of the three- 
year sentence. Prisoner was a veteran of the 82nd Airborne (Paratroop) 
Division, had participated in four major European battles, had received a 
serious head wound and arm and shoulder wounds and was extensively 
decorated for heroism. The tavern owner had been repaid prior to-the 
prisoner’s trial. Prisoner’s conduct was exemplary. This man should have 
been given the benefit of the doubt and should have been sent to county 
jail rather than prison. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action. 


NEWBERGER, ANTHONY.—Stillwater county; first degree burglary; 
sentenced September 25, 1931 for term of two (2) years. Governor asked 
absolute pardon because prisoner had served his full term and was dis- 
charged and released in February, 1933, his citizenship being restored by 
the Honorable F. H. Cooney, then Governor. Ever since his discharge from 
prison, this man lived and is living an honorable life and is a valued citizen 
of this state. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action.

COMMUTATIONS 


SHARP, JOHN E.—Fergus county; rape; sentenced March 31, 1949 to 
term of 2% years. Governor requested commutation of sentence to one 
(1) year on basis that prisoner had been going with the girl for some time 
and they planned to be married in event prisoner was released. There was 
no violence connected with the alleged crime and it appeared the girl 
acquiesced. Prisoner’s institutional record was good. Board of Pardons 
approved Governor’s action September 9, 1949. 


WHITE, WALTER S.—Lewis and Clark county; first degree murder; 
sentenced November 29, 1937 to life imprisonment. Commutation of sen- 
tence to twenty-three (238) years asked on basis that prisoner was a 60% 
disabled veteran in exceedingly poor physical condition and his release 
would enable him to enter Veterans’ Hospital where he could receive 
special care and proper attention. The man was a model prisoner. Pardon 
Board approved Governor’s action September 9, 1949. 


COWDREY, ROBERT A.—Petroleum county; embezzlement; sentenced 
November 12, 1948 to term of 2% years. Commutation of sentence to 1% 
years was asked on basis that this man was native Montanan with four 
years honorable service in the Merchant Marines with no prior convic- 
tions. His family was without funds and were forced to live with wife’s 
family. County attorney and mayor favored executive clemency. Prison- 
er’s conduct was exemplary and further imprisonment would serve no 
good purpose. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action October 13, 1949. 


BUCKLEY, JOHN R.—Deer Lodge county; uttering worthless check; 
sentenced February 7, 1949 to term of three (8) years. Commutation of 
sentence to one (1) year three (3) months asked on basis that prisoner was 
Merchant Marine veteran of World War II during which service he sus- 
tained back injury. Release would permit his entering Marine Hospital, 
San Francisco where he could obtain proper and adequate care and treat- 
ment, with understanding that prisoner would not return to Montana for 
at least three years. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action October 7, 
1949. 
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STALLINGS, CALVERT.—Gallatin county; first degree murder, sen- 
tenced October 21, 1941 to term of life imprisonment. Commutation of 
sentence to fourteen (14) years asked on basis that prisoner had served 
eight (8) years of his term and was, at all times, model prisoner. He was 
intoxicated at time crime was committed. He had a position waiting for 
him in state of Utah. No purpose would be served by his further con- 
finement as he had paid his debt to society. Pardon Board approved Gov- 
ernor’s action October 18, 1949. 


MARSHALL, AXEL J.—Lewis and Clark county; common drunken- 
ness; sentenced April 7, 1950 to serve six (6) months in Lewis and Clark 
county jail. Commutation asked for reduction of sentence to three (3) 
months on basis that prisoner already had served sixty (60) days, that 
the man was a “psycho” as well as an alcoholic whose health and welfare 
would best be served by his immediate release. If he were required to 
serve full term he might have to be placed in a mental hospital because of 
his depression. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action. 


COLE, MARION ELIZABETH.—Silver Bow county; second degree 
murder; sentenced April 1, 1948 for term of ten (10) years; began serving 
term April 2, 1948. Governor requested sentence be commuted to five (5) 
years on basis that prisoner was 52 years of age and in poor health. Con- 
tinued confinement would have had a serious effect upon her. 


RHOADS, JOE H.—Yellowstone county; murder; sentenced May 10, 
1941 to life imprisonment; began serving sentence May 26, 1941. Governor 
asked that sentence be commuted to eighteen (18) years on basis that pris- 
oner had already served nine (9) years four (4) months of his sentence as a 
model prisoner and reliable trusty. Prisoner was in serious need of a deli- 
cate operation and had a job when he was sufficiently recovered from his 
operation. Board approved Governor’s action. 


BURWELL, ADA.—Phillips county; first degree murder; sentenced to 
term of life imprisonment, September 28, 1987. Governor asked commuta- 
tion of sentence to twenty-five (25) years on basis that prisoner was eligible 
for parole in August, 1951, that prisoner was now sixty-nine (69) years of 
age and in poor health, and that further confinement might result in her 
death. The ends of justice would best be served by her release. Pardon 
Board approved Governor’s action. 


WESTON, WALTER.—Yellowstone county; robbery; sentenced to term 
of fifty (50) years June 28, 1941. Governor asked that sentence be com- 
muted to seventeen (17) years on basis that prisoner had served nine (9) 
years of his sentence with exemplary conduct, had fully learned his lesson 
and should be given an opportunity, at the age of 30 years, to start life 
anew. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action. 


HANSON, LOWELL.—Valley county; grand larceny; sentenced Feb- 
ruary 28, 1949 to term of fifteen (15) months; escaped and was sentenced 
to an additional eighteen (18) months; served first sentence and was dis- 
charged on first sentence and had been serving the escape sentence since 
February 13, 1950. Governor asked that sentence be commuted to fifteen 
(15) months on basis that judge and warden were unopposed to prisoner’s 
release, that his conduct was such that prisoner would readily rehabilitate 
himself, and that commutation of sentence made him eligible for parole 
and release. Pardon Board approved Governor’s action, 


ELMS, WILLIAM.—Gallatin county; robbery; sentenced July 29, 
1948; eight (8) years. Governor requested sentence be commuted to four 
(4) years three (8) months on basis that prisoner had served two (2) years 
two (2) months, had no prior convictions, was a transient passing through 
Montana at the time he was involved in this trouble and would return to 
his home in California where a job was waiting for him. Pardon Board 
approved Governor’s action.

The State of Montana, the State of North Dakota, and the State of 
Wyoming, being moved by consideration of interstate comity, and desiring 
to remove all causes of present and future controversy between said 
States and between persons in one and persons in another with respect 
to the waters of the Yellowstone River and its tributaries, other than 
waters within or waters which contribute to the flow of streams within the 
Yellowstone National Park, and desiring to provide for an equitable division 
and apportionment of such waters, and to encourage the beneficial develop- 
ment and use thereof, acknowledging that in future projects or programs 
for the regulation, control and use of water in the Yellowstone River Basin 
the great importance of water for irrigation in the signatory States shall 
be recognized, have resolved to conclude a Compact as authorized under 
the Act of Congress of the United States of America, approved June 2, 
1949 (Public Law 83, 81st Congress, First Session), for the attainment of 
these purposes, and to that end, through their respective governments, 
have named as their respective Commissioners:

ARTICLE I 


A. Where the name of a State is used in this Compact, as a party 
thereto, it shall be construed to include the individuals, corporations, part- 
nerships, associations, districts, administrative departments, bureaus, 
political subdivisions, agencies, persons, permittees, appropriators, and all 
others using, claiming, or in any manner asserting any right to the use of 
the waters of the Yellowstone River System under the authority of said 
State. 


B. Any individual, corporation, partnership, association, district, ad- 
ministrative department, bureau, political subdivision, agency, person, 
permittee, or appropriator authorized by or under the laws of a signatory 
State, and all others using, claiming, or in any manner asserting any right 
to the use of the waters of the Yellowstone River System under the author- 
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ity of said State, shall be subject to the terms of this Compact. Where 
the singular is used in this article, it shall be construed to include the 
plural, 


ARTICLE IE 


A. The State of Montana, the State of North Dakota, and the State 
of Wyoming are hereinafter designated as “Montana,” “North Dakota,” 
and ‘Wyoming,’ respectively. 


B. The terms “Commission” and “Yellowstone River Compact Com- 
mission” mean the agency created as provided herein for the administra- 
tion of this Compact. 


_C. The term ‘Yellowstone River Basin” means areas in Wyoming, 
Montana and North Dakota drained by the Yellowstone River and its 
tributaries, and includes the area in Montana known as Lake Basin, but 
excludes those lands lying within Yellowstone National Park. 


D. The term “Yellowstone River System” means the Yellowstone 
River and all of its tributaries, including springs and swamps, from their 
sources to the mouth of the Yellowstone River near Buford, North Dakota, 
except those portions thereof which are within or contribute to the flow 
of streams within the Yellowstone National Park. 


E. The term “Tributary” means any stream which in a natural state 
contributes to the flow of the Yellowstone River, including interstate tribu- 
taries and tributaries thereof, but’ excluding those which are within or con- 
tribute to the flow of streams within the Yellowstone National Park. 


F. The term “Interstate Tributaries” means the Clarks Fork, Yellow- 
stone River; the Bighorn River (except Little Bighorn River); the Tongue 
River; and the Powder River, whose confluences with the Yellowstone 
River are respectively at or near the city (or town) of Laurel, Big Horn, 
Miles City and Terry, all in the State of Montana. 


G. The terms “Divert” and “Diversion” mean the taking or removing 
of water from the Yellowstone River or any tributary thereof when the 
water so taken or removed is not returned directly into the channel of the 
Yellowstone River or of the tributary from which it is taken. 


H. The term ‘Beneficial Use” is herein defined to be that use by 
which the water supply of a drainage basin is depleted when usefully 
employed by the activities of man. 


I. The term “Domestic Use” shall mean the use of water by an in- 
dividual, or by a family unit or household for drinking, cooking, launder- 
ing, sanitation and other personal comfort and necessities; and for the 
irrigation of a family garden or orchard not exceeding one-half acre in area. 


J. The term “Stock Water Use” shall mean the use of water for live- 
stock and poultry. 


ARTICLE Ili 


A. It is considered that no Commission or administrative body is 
necessary to administer this Compact or divide the waters of the Yellow- 
stone River Basin as between the States of Montana and North Dakota. 
The provisions of this Compact, as between the States of Wyoming and 
Montana, shall be administered by a Commission composed of one repre- 
sentative from the State of Wyoming and one representative from the 
State of Montana, to be selected by the Governors of said States as such 
States may choose, and one representative selected by the Director of the 
United States Geological Survey or whatever federal agency may succeed 
to the functions and duties of that agency, to be appointed by him at the

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request of the States to sit with the Commission and who shall, when pres- 
ent, act as chairman of the Commission without vote, except as herein pro- 
vided. 


B. The salaries and necessary expenses of each State representative 
shall be paid by the respective State; all other expenses incident to the 
administration of this Compact not borne by the United States shall be 
allocated to and borne one-half by the State of Wyoming and one-half by 
the State of Montana. 


C. In addition to other powers and duties herein conferred upon the 
Commission and the members thereof, the jurisdiction of the Commission 
shall include the collection, correlation, and presentation of factual data, 
the maintenance of records having a bearing upon the administration of 
this Compact, and recommendations to such States upon matters connected 
with the administration of this Compact, and the Commission may employ 
such services and make such expenditures as reasonable and necessary 
within the limit of funds provided for that purpose by the respective 
States, and shall compile a report for each year ending September 30 and 
transmit it to the Governors of the signatory States on or before Decem- 
ber 31 of each year. 


D. The Secretary of the Army; the Secretary of the Interior; the 
Secretary of Agriculture; the Chairman, Federal Power Commission; the 
Secretary of Commerce, or comparable officers of whatever federal agen- 
cies may succeed to the functions and duties of these agencies, and such 
other federal officers and officers of appropriate agencies of the signatory 
states having services or data useful or necessary to the Compact Com- 


mission, shall cooperate, ex-officio, with the Commission in the execution 


of its duty in the collection, correlation, and publication of records and 
data necessary for the proper administration of the Compact; and these 
officers may perform such other services related to the Compact as may 
be mutually agreed upon with the Commission. 


E. The Commission shall have power to formulate rules and regula- 
tions and to perform any act which they may find necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this Compact, and to amend such rules and regulations. 
All such rules and regulations shall be filed in the office of the State 
Engineer of each of the signatory states for public inspection. 


F. In case of the failure of the representatives of Wyoming and 
Montana to unanimously agree on any matter necessary to the proper ad- 
ministration of this Compact, then the member selected by the director 
of the United States Geological Survey shall have the right to vote upon 
the matters in disagreement and such points of disagreement shall then be 
decided by a majority vote of the representatives of the States of Wyoming 
and Montana and said member selected by the director of the United States 
Geological Survey, each being entitled to one vote. 


G. The Commission herein authorized shall have power to sue and be 
sued in its official capacity in any Federal Court of the signatory States, 
and may adopt and use an official seal which shall be judicially noticed. 


ARTICLE IV 


The Commission shall itself, or in conjunction with other responsible 
agencies, cause to be established, maintained, and operated such suitable 
water gaging and evaporation stations as it finds necessary in connection 
with its duties. 


ARTICLE V 


A. Appropriative rights to the beneficial uses of the water of the 
Yellowstone River System existing in each signatory State as of January 
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1, 1950, shall continue to be enjoyed in accordance with the laws govern- 
ing the acquisition and use of water under the doctrine of appropriation. 


B. Of the unused and unappropriated waters of the interstate tribu- 
taries of the Yellowstone River as of January 1, 1950, there is allocated to 
each signatory state such quantity of that water as shall be necessary to 
provide supplemental water supplies for the rights described in paragraph 
A of this Article V, such supplemental rights to be acquired and enjoyed in 
accordance with the laws governing the acquisition and use of water under 
the doctrine of appropriation, and the remainder of the unused and un- 
appropriated water is allocated to each State for storage or direct di- 
versions for beneficial use on new lands or for other purposes as follows:

C. The quantity of water subject to the percentage allocations, in 
paragraph B 1, 2, 8 and 4 of this Article V, shall be determined on an 
annual water year basis measured from October 1st of any year through 
September 30th of the succeeding year.

D. All existing rights to the beneficial use of waters of the Yellow- 
stone River in the States of Montana and North Dakota, below Intake, 
Montana, valid under the laws of these States as of January 1, 1950, are 
hereby recognized and shall be and remain unimpaired by this Compact. 
During the period May 1 to September 30, inclusive, of each year, lands 
within Montana and North Dakota shall be entitled to the beneficial use 
of the flow of waters of the Yellowstone River below Intake, Montana, on 
a proportionate basis of acreage irrigated. Waters of tributary streams, 
having their origin in either Montana or North Dakota, situated entirely in 
said respective States and flowing into the Yellowstone River below Intake, 
Montana, are allotted to the respective States in which situated. 


E. There are hereby excluded from the provisions of this Compact: 


1. Existing and future domestic and stock water uses of water:

F. From time to time the Commission shall re-examine the allocations 
herein made and upon unanimous agreement may recommend modifications 
therein as are fair, just, and equitable, giving consideration among other 
factors to:

Acreage irrigable under existing works; and 
Potentially irrigable lands. 


ARTICLE VI 


Nothing contained in this Compact shall be so construed or interpreted 
as to affect adversely any rights to the use of the waters of Yellowstone 
River and its tributaries owned by or for Indians, Indian tribes, and their 
reservations. 


ARTICLE VII 


A. A lower signatory State shall have the right, by compliance with 
the laws of an upper signatory State, except as to legislative consent, to 
file application for and receive permits to appropriate and use any waters 
in the Yellowstone River System not specifically apportioned to or ap- 
propriated by such upper State as provided in Article V; and to construct 
or participate in the construction and use of any dam, storage reservoir, or 
diversion works in such upper State for the purpose of conserving and 
regulating water that may be apportioned to or appropriated by the lower 
State: Provided, That such right is subject to the rights of the upper 
State to control, regulate, and use the water apportioned to and appro- 
priated by it: And provided further, That should an upper State elect, 
it may share in the use of any such facilities constructed by a lower state 
to the extent of its reasonable needs upon assuming or guaranteeing pay- 
ment of its proportionate share of the cost of the construction, operation, 
and maintenance. This provision shall apply with equal force and effect to 
an upper State in the circumstance of the necessity of the acquisition of 
rights by an upper State in a lower State. 


B. Each claim hereafter initiated for an appropriation of water in one 
signatory State for use in another Signatory State shall be filed in the 
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office of the State Engineer of the signatory State in which the water is 
to be diverted, and a duplicate copy of the application or notice shall be 
filed in the office of the State Engineer of the signatory State in which 
the water is to be used. 


C. Appropriations may hereafter be adjudicated in the State in which 
the water is diverted, and where a portion of all of the lands irrigated are 
in another signatory State, such adjudications shall be confirmed in that 
State by the proper authority. Each adjudication is to conform with the 
laws of the State where the water is diverted and shall be recorded in the 
County and State where the water is used. 


D. The use of water allocated under Article V of this Compact for 
projects constructed after the date of this Compact by the United States of 
America or any of its agencies or instrumentalities, shall be charged as a 
use by the State in which the use is made: Provided, That such use inci- 
dent to the diversion, impounding, or conveyance of water in one State for 
use in another shall be charged to such latter State. 


ARTICLE VIII 


A lower signatory State shall have the right to acquire in an upper 
State by purchase, or through exercise of the power of eminent domain, 
such lands, easements, and rights-of-way for the construction, operation 
and maintenance of pumping plants, storage reservoirs, canals, conduits 
and appurtenant works as may be- required for the enjoyment of the privi- 
leges granted herein to such lower State. This provision shall apply with 
equal force and effect to an upper State in the circumstance of the neces- 
sity of the acquisition of rights by an upper State in a lower State. 


ARTICLE IX 


Should any facilities be constructed by a lower signatory State in an 
upper signatory State under the provisions of Article VII, the construction, 
operation, repairs, and replacements of such facilities shall be subject to 
the laws of the upper State. This provision shall apply with equal force 
and effect to an upper State in the circumstance of the necessity of the 
acquisition of rights by an upper State in a lower State. 


ARTICLE X 


No water shall be diverted from the Yellowstone River Basin without 
the unanimous consent of all the signatory States. In the event water from 
another river basin shall be imported into the Yellowstone River Basin or 
transferred from one tributary basin to another by the United States of 
America, Montana, North Dakota, or Wyoming, or any of them jointly, the 
State having the right to the use of such water shall be given proper credit 
therefor in determining its share of the water apportioned in accordance 
with Article V herein. 


ARTICLE XI 


The provisions of this Compact shall remain in full force and effect 
until amended in the same manner as it is required to be ratified to be- 
come operative as provided in Article XV. 


ARTICLE XII 


This Compact may be terminated at any time by unanimous consent of 
the signatory States, and upon such termination all rights then established 
hereunder shall continue unimpaired. - 
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ARTICLE XIII 


Nothing in this Compact shall be construed to limit or prevent any 
State from instituting or maintaining any action or proceeding, legal or 
equitable, in any Federal Court or the United States Supreme Court, for 
the protection of any right under this Compact or the enforcement of any of 
its provisions. 


ARTICLE XIV 


The physical and other conditions characteristic of the Yellowstone 
River and peculiar to the territory drained and served thereby and to the 
development thereof, have actuated the signatory States in the consumma- 
tion of this Compact, and none of them, nor the United States of America 
by its consent and approval, concedes thereby the establishment of any 
general principle or precedent with respect to other interstate streams. 


ARTICLE XV 


This compact shall become operative when approved by the Legislature 
of each of the signatory States and consented to and approved by the 
Congress of the United States. 


ARTICLE XVI 
Nothing in this Compact shall be deemed: 


(a) To impair or affect the sovereignty or jurisdiction of the United 
States of America in or over the area of waters affected by such com- 
pact, any rights or powers of the United States of America, its agencies, or 
instrumentalities, in and to the use of the waters of the Yellowstone River 
Basin nor its capacity to acquire rights in and to the use of said waters; 


(b) To subject any property of the United States of America, its 
agencies, or instrumentalities to taxation by any State or subdivision 
thereof, nor to create an obligation on the part of the United States of 
America, its agencies, or instrumentalities, by reason of the acquisition, con- 
struction, or operation of any property or works of whatsoever kind, to 
make any payments to any State or political subdivision thereof, state 
agency, municipality, or entity whatsoever in reimbursement for the loss 
of taxes; 


(c) To subject any property of the United States of America, its 
agencies, or instrumentalities, to the laws of any State to an extent other 
than the extent to which these laws would apply without regard to the 
Compact. 


ARTICLE XVII 


Should a court of competent jurisdiction hold any part of this Compact 
to be contrary to the constitution of any signatory State or of the United 
States of America, all other severable provisions of this Compact shall 
continue in full force and effect. 


ARTICLE XVIII 


No sentence, phrase, or clause in this Compact or in any provision 
thereof, shall be construed or interpreted to divest any signatory State or 
any of the agencies or officers of such States of the jurisdiction of the 
water of each State as apportioned in this Compact. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF the Commissioners have signed this Compact 
in quadruplicate original, one of which shall be filed in the archives of the 
Department of State of the United States of America and shall be deemed 
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the authoritative original, and of which a duly certified copy shall be for- 
warded to the Governor of each signatory State.

The following were introduced, read first and second times, and re- 
ferred to Committees, all appropriation measures having been read at 
length: ; 


House Bill No. 185, introduced by Fulton and Brownfield: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 4-416, Revised Codes of Montana 
of 1947, pertaining to the sale of liquor by Montana Liquor Control Board 
to retail licensees and providing for a ten per cent (10%) discount to re- 
tail licensees.” Referred to Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 186, introduced by Committee on Public Utilities and 
State Commissions: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to authorize the 
Public Service Commission of Montana to regulate and supervise the issu- 
ance of securities by public utilities furnishing electric or gas service in 
Montana; to specify the purposes for which such securities may be issued; 
to provide for notice of and hearing upon applications for the issuance 
of such securities; to specify the grounds upon which such applications 
may be denied; providing for the prompt disposition of such applications; 
specifying what securities may be issued without order of the commission; 
providing that securities issued after the effective date of this act without 
approval of the commission shall be void; providing that nothing in this 
act shall be construed to imply any guarantee or obligation on the part of 
the State of Montana in respect of any such securities; repealing all acts 
and parts of acts in conflict herewith and providing for the effective date 
of this act.”

variations that may arise; providing that credit allowed for prior service 
in another school system be left to the discretion of the school boards; 
leaving the determination of salaries of teachers not specifically mentioned 
herein to the discretion of the various school boards; and repealing all acts 
and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Edu- 
cation.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Livestock and Public Ranges, 
having had under consideration House Bill No. 145, respectfully report as 
follows: That House Bill No. 145 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title of House Bill No. 145 in line 6 and 7 of the original 
bill by striking therefrom, after the word “livestock” the words “defining 
the term ‘open range lands’,’. 

And by striking therefrom all of Section 1 of the original bill and in- 
serting in lieu thereof, the following: 


“Section 1. It shall be unlawful wilfully to occupy any part of the 
right of way of any United States highway or state highway, as the latter 
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term is defined in Section 32-104 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, 
as a place for grazing or running any livestock when such part of such right 
of way is fenced on each side by a fence not more than three hundred feet 
distant from the center line of such highway; provided this act shall not 
apply to livestock on such highway in transit and in charge of one or more 
herders; and provided further such use of the highway shall not be deemed 
wilfull with respect to any particular animal unless the owner of, or the 
person having the control of, such animal has been given at least 24 hours 
notice in writing of the presence of such animal on the highway by a high- 
way patrolman or other peace officer, or unless the person charged habit- 
ually permits such use of such highway by livestoick owned by him or under 
his control.”

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

It may be that the 82nd Congress of the United States may pass leg- 
islation consenting to the negotiating of a compact by the States of Idaho, 
Nevada, Oregon, Utah, Washington, Wyoming and Montana, providing 
for an equitable division and apportionment of the waters of and the 
hydro-electric power to be generated from the Columbia River and all of 
its tributaries in the states entering into such compact and for matters 
incidental thereto. It may be that such legislation will be passed before 
the Legislature of the State of Montana next meets, and in order to save 
time should such legislation be enacted by the Congress, I recommend that 
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the 82nd Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana pass legislation 
which will authorize the appointment of a commission to negotiate a Co- 
lumbia River Compact. 


I also recommend that said commission be given authority by the 
Legislature not only to provide for an equitable division and approtion- 
ment of the waters, but also of hydro-electric power. Such a compact, of 
course, would not be binding until approved by the Legislature of Montana.

The 31st Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana passed House 
Joint Resolution 4 and was approved by me as Governor on February 25, 
1949. This Joint Resolution provided in part as follows: “Joint Resolution 
memorializing the Congress of the United States for the passage of legis- 
lation providing for the liquidation of the trust under the transfer agree- 
ments with State Rural Rehabilitation Corporations, similar to House Reso- 
lution No. 5905, introduced by Representative Cooley, in the second ses- 
sion of the 80th Congress of the United States, so as to enable the State 
of Montana to have returned to it moneys and properties transferred in 
trust on or about April 30, 1937.” House Resolution No. 5905 did not re- 
ceive favorable action in the 80th Congress, however, the second session of 
the 81st Congress passed Public Law 499 which was approved by the Presi- 
dent of the United States on May 3, 1950. This Law provides for the liqui- 
dation of State Corporations. 


An Act passed and known as Chapter 141, Laws of Montana, 31st 
Legislative Session, 1949, gives the Governor authority to make application 
for these funds. This Law also designated the State Treasurer of the 
State of Montana to receive the moneys. I propose that this Act be re- 
voked and another Act be passed at this legislative assembly to provide 
for the application for return of and future administration of the assets 
of the Montana Rural Rehabilitation Corporation, in accordance with the 
provisions of Public Law 499. 
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Unless this Legislature enacts new legislation as herein recommended, 
it is my understanding that under said Public Law 499, the State of Mon- 
tana will forfeit any right to any compensation or benefits due it because of 
the former State Rural Rehabilitation Corporation. 


Therefore, in order to protect the rights of the State of Montana, I 
recommend that legislation be enacted as hereinto set forth.

A bill for an act entitled: “A bill for an act to prohibit any school board 
member or public school administrator from dismissing or otherwise 
coercing any public school teacher from free exercise of religion; and pro- 
viding penalties for violation of this act.” Referred to Committee on Ed- 
ucation. 


House Bill No. 250, introduced by O’Connor, Gebhardt, Babich and 
Mountain: A bill for an act.-entitled: “An act to amend Section 4-101 
(2815.60), Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the State Liquor 
Control Act of Montana, providing for the manner of citing the same, de- 
claring the policy of the State that the control of the manufacture, sale 
and distribution of ‘liquor’ as ‘liquor’:is defined in the State Liquor Con- 
trol Act of Montana, and as amended by Chapter 209, Laws of the Thirty- 
first Legislative Assembly of Montana, 1949, shall be effectuated under 
the ‘State Liquor Control Act of Montana’ and the Retail Liquor License 
Act of Montana, and as such acts may be amended or supplemented; and

shall be defined and classified as ‘liquor’ and, as such, shall be subject to 
regulation and control by and under the provisions of the ‘State Liquor 
Control Act of Montana’, and not under the provisions of the Montana Beer 
Act; and amending Section 4-286 (2815.162), Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, relating to the effective dates of Chapter 105, Laws of the Twenty- 
third Legislative Assembly of Montana, 1933, and Chapter 106, Laws of 
the Twenty-third Legislative Assembly of Montana, 1933, and declaring such 
dates, and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Liquor Control. 


House Bill No. 251, introduecd by Graybill: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to appropriate money to the Attorney General for the purpose of 
compiling and printing a digest and index to the reports and official opin- 
ions of the Attorney General of the State of Montana.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. 
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House Bill No. 252, introduced by Mountain, Dwyer, McCarthy and 
Loughran: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 94-3001 of 
the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, entitled ‘lottery defined’, by exclud- 
ing from the provisions of this act ‘trade stimulators’, as defined in Subsec- 
tion 3 of Section 84-5701 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amend- 
ed.” Referred to Committee on Ways and Means. 


House Bill No. 258, introduced by Graybill and McElwain: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 11-1821 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, relating to payment of police reserves, to provide for 
increasing payments to widow or minor children and raising the age during 
which minor child may receive payments, and repealing all acts or parts 
of acts in conflict herewith.’ Referred to Committee on Social Security. 


House Bill No. 254, introduced by Brenner: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 92-116 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, 
relating to payments into an industrial accident administrative fund of the

House Bill No. 258, introduced by Emmons and McBride: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to appropriate money for the purchase by the 
State of Montana, Through the State Board of Examiners, of lots numbers 
twelve (12), thirteen (13), fourteen (14), fifteen (15), sixteen (16), and 
seventeen (17) in block number nineteen (19) of the Corbin Addition to 
the City of Helena, Montana, being the parking area used by the State ad- 
jacent to the parking oval at the south side of the state-house, from the 
owners thereof, upon the conditions, and within the limitations, prescribed 
in this act, and providing that this act shall be valid and operative not- 
withstanding the provisions of the budget act.”

House Bill 268, introduced by Loble and McElwain: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 68-1307 of the Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, relating to the contribution of the State to the public employees 
retirement fund, by changing the amount of such contribution from three 
per cent (8%) to four per cent (4%) of the total compensation paid mem- 
bers of the retirement system, providing an effective date for this act, and 
repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Social Security. 


House Bill No. 264, introduecd by Committee on Public Health, Morals 
and Safety: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Sections 69-804, 
69-805, 69-806, 69-807, 69-808, 69-811 and 69-812 of Chapter 8 of the Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the creation and supervision of full-time 
county and district health departments and boards and providing for the 
addition to and withdrawal from existing full-time county and district 
health departments and boards providing for a treasurer for such full-time 
health departments and providing for contractual agreements between 
counties and such full-time health departments.” Referred to Committee 
on Townships and Counties. 
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House Bill No. 265, introduced by Committee on Public Health, Morals 
and Safety: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 4 of Chap- 
ter 57 of the Laws of the Thirty-first Legislative Assembly of Montana, 
1949, relating to the powers of the State Board of Health, and providing for 
consolidation and reorganization of the various divisions within the State 
Board of Health.” Referred to Committee on State Boards and Institutions. 


House Bill No. 266, introduced by Committee on Fish and Game: A 
bill for an act entitled: “Assent to act of Congress known as Dingell-John- 
son Bill: Authorizing State Fish and Game Department to cooperate with 
the Secretary of the Interior in fish restoration and management projects.” 
Referred to Committee on Fish and Game. 


House Bill No. 267, introduced by Michels, Aronow and Lien: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend Sections 4-108, 4-114, 4-116, 4-128 
and 4-231 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, and to repeal Section 
4-133 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, all of said Sections being 
Sections of the State Liquor Control Act of Montana.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Liquor Control. 


House Bill No. 268, introduced by Lien, Higgins, Hawks and Dokken: A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act to permit Indians to attend the units of the 
University of Montana without the payment of the regular fees required 
of students in attendance; providing for the number and selection of such 
pupils; providing that at least six of such pupils chosen shall enroll in 
teacher-training courses; providing that the State Board of Education 
shall formulate rules and regulations for the selection of these pupils and 
providing that the State Superintendent of Public Instruction shall be the 
agent of the board in carrying out the provisions of this act.” Referred 
to Committee on Judiciary.

herewith.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 270, introduced by Esp and Scofield: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 2 of Chapter 190, Laws of 1949, re- 
lating to rental rates of state grazing lands upon the animal-unit-month 
basis, by providing the formula for computation of such rates shall require 
the State Board of Land Commissioners to make allowance and give credit 
to the lessees for the cost of improvements ordinarily and necessarily placed 
on such lands by lessee and for the cost of repairs made by lessees to im- 
provements on such lands, providing an effective date for this act, and re- 
pealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on State Lands, Forests and Parks. 


House Bill No. 271, introduced by O’Connor, by request: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend Section 94-4208, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, relating to carrying into prison things useful to aid in an escape, to 
provide that any person who shall furnish or attempt to furnish, or aid or 
assist in furnishing to any prisoner confined in the state prison, any liquor, 
knives, razors, drugs, narcotics, guns, ammunition, ropes, ladders, civilian 
clothing, or money direct to such prisoner, shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony and upon conviction thereof shall be sentenced to the state prison 
for a term not exceeding ten (10) years, or a fine not exceeding ten thou- 
sand dollars ($10,000.00), or both.” Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 272, introduced by McBride, Emmons and Loughran: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to authorize payroll deductions from 
the salaries and wages of officers and employees of the State of Montana 
and any agency, department, board, bureau or commission thereof, and from 
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the salaries and wages of employees of any county, city, or town for the 
purchase of bonds or other obligations of the United States, or bonds or 
other obligations of the State of Montana, or dues of members or sub-

to provide for increases in the same.”’ Referred to Committee on Education. 

House Bill No. 278, introduced by Working, Scofield, McElwain, Ander- 


sen (Richland), Graybill and Rieder: A bill for an act entitled: “An act 
to amend Sections 9, 10, 14, 15, Chapter 199, Session Laws 1949, relating 
to changes in the budget by budget board, restrictions on budget, fixing 
the tax levy, allowance for additional expenses over the foundation program, 
and levy taxes, to provide for an increase in the permissive levy and change 
in the base for levy for county high school.” Referred to Committee on 
Education. 


House Bill No. 279, introduecd by Brenner, Rostad, Mountain and

declaring the policy of the State of Montana to regulate and control the 
manufacture, transportation, sale, distribution and possession of beer of 
not more than four per centum (4%) of alcohol by weight and as that term 
is defined by the Montana Beer Act, under and by the terms of the Montana 
Beer Act and the Montana Retail Liquor License Act, and providing that 
beer and malt liquors containing more than four per centum (4%) of alco- 
hol by weight shall be subject to, and continue subject to the regulations 
and controls of the State liquor Control Act of Montana; said Section 4-301 
relating to the definitions of terms in the Montana Beer Act, and defining 
beer for the purposes of that act; said Section 4-307 relating to the powers 
of the Montana Liquor Control Board to prescribe rules and regulations

any vehicle for which a certificate of registration has been issued by the 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles; repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict 
herewith.” 


By Pierce: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 
53-129, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to foreign vehicles used 
in gainful occupation in the State of Montana and the power of the Regis- 
trar of Motor Vehicles to make reciprocal agreements to exempt such ve-

addition, her statutory share in the personal estate; and to define such 
share; and to amend Section 22-108 (5820), Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, relating to such renunciation and prescribing the form thereof, and to 
render the provisions of said Section 22-108 (5820) consistent with the 
provisions of said Section 22-107 (5819) Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
and eliminate any ambiguity that may exist as respects said sections, 
and to repeal all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” 


By Fulton, by request: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend

Dear Mr. Speaker: 


Pursuant to your request of the 23rd day of January, 1951, the follow- 
ing is a detailed report of the expenditure of the $40,000 appropriation 
made to my office by House Bill No. 450 of the Legislative Assembly of 
1949. The expenditure of this appropriation was made in two fields as 
directed by the above named act, namely, matters investigated by special 
liquor investigating committees of both houses of the Legislative Assembly 
of 1949 and enforcement of the gambling laws. 


LIQUOR INVESTIGATION 


In the report made by this office to the Governor only the ultimate 
conclusions were set forth, ie, “After a careful consideration of all the 
evidence revealed by the legislative committees I was unable to find any 
misconduct which would, in my judgment justify the initiation of a law 
suit, civil or criminal.” It is not the province of this office to be the sound- 
ing board for name calling. Unless there are sufficient facts to sustain a 
civil action or criminal prosecution, this office should be careful not to 
malign anyone. This office should never indulge in character assassination 
and will never do so under my administration. For the above stated reasons, 
all names have been omitted from this report. 


The activities and operation of the State Liquor Control Board between 
the years of 1941 and 1948 were investigated in detail. In the conduct of 
this investigation the evidence produced before the Special Liquor Inves- 
tigating Committee of the House of Representatives and the Special Liquor 
Investigating Committee of the Senate of the Thirty-first Legislative As- 
sembly was carefully checked and further investigation made into certain 
situations revealed by this evidence. In addition to the evidence produced 
directly by these Committees, the audit of the Liquor Control Board by 
Newland and Blinn, Certified Public Accountants, which was made at the 
request of the Special Liquor Investigating Committee of the House of 
Representatives, was carefully checked and followed up in quest of some 
act or acts which could be used as a basis of a law suit, either civil or 
criminal. An assistant attorney general was placed in charge of this in- 
vestigation on a full time basis with instructions to make a full and ex- 
haustive investigation of all questionable transactions revealed from any 
source. In addition to the full time assistant attorney general, special 
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investigators were employed to explore the evidence already at hand and 
to secure all new evidence possible. These investigators were placed on a 
full time duty basis. The above mentioned sources of information were 
supplemented by the regular law enforcement and investigation agencies 
of the State. All the evidence gathered from all sources was carefully 
analyzed and considered by myself and my staff. The conclusions reached 
as a result of such considerations are as follows: Both Special Committees 
of the Legislature concluded that during the period covered by their inves- 
tigation there were many glaring examples of bad business judgment and 
unsound business practices, which resulted in loss to the State of Montana. 
However, those committees, in coming to such a conclusion in their pre- 
liminary reports, had the advantage of hindsight rather than foresight. 
Most, if not all of the cases of serious misconduct which were revealed by 
the investigation were the direct result of the extreme liquor shortage 
which occurred during and immediately after World War II, that is, be- 
tween the years of 1943 and 1946. Several years had passed between the 
time of the happening of the events investigated and the time of the inves- 
tigation. Due to this fact a great bulk of the evidence secured was vague 
and in many cases so unreliable as to make a court action not only unwise 
but foolhardy. To have attempted a law suit on this evidence would have 
resulted only in an expense to the taxpayers. It must be noted, except as 
hereinafter set forth, all violations revealed were at most misdemeanors 
which were barred from prosecution by a one year statute of limitation. 
Many acts of misconduct revealed by the investigation could and should 
have been detected and by that liquor administration prosecuted, but at 
the time of the investigation any action on them had long since been barred 
by the Statute of Limitations. 


The Preliminary Report of the Special Liquor Investigating Committee 
of the House of Representatives in its hearings dealt at length with in- 
stances of non-cooperation between the members of the Liquor Control 
Board and the various administrators and other employees of the Liquor 
Control Board. Much time was devoted to the exploration of rumors which 
later proved unfounded. , To report on all the transactions investigated 
would make this report unduly and unnecessarily long and would be of no 
useful purpose, therefore, this report will deal only with those transactions 
from which some legal action by the State of Montana might have arisen. 


1. The first transaction considered was the purchase by a member 
of the Liquor Control Board of some four thousand cases of Mexican rum 
and Tequila. This event occurred in February of 1944. At the time the 
rules of the Board provided that all purchases should be made by the ad- 
ministrator and it is nowhere provided that a member of the Board can 
make purchases. This purchase was ratified by the administrator and even 
though it proved to be bad business judgment to make such a purchase it 
was at most only a violation of a rule of the Board on which any action 
had been barred for years at the time of the investigation. 


2. It was revealed that some of the records of the Board, particularly 
at Store A, at the warehouse in Helena, were fragmentary, and in some 
cases non-existent. The conduct of any business the size of that conducted 
by the State Liquor Control Board requires that adequate and accurate 
records be kept, but no case was revealed which would indicate there had 
been criminal tampering with the records or that would indicate any iden- 
tifiable person had wilfully or negligently failed to make proper records 
as to any particular transaction. In several cases proper records had not 
been made, but to prove the liability of a particular person for the failure 
to make the proper record in a particular transaction four or five years 
after the transaction proved to be impossible. A great deal of the difficulty 
encountered in investigating these matters arose from the fact that no 
cooperation: was received from those persons involved or those who might 
have given some information on those matters. 


3. Complaint had been made that the State Liquor Control Board 
had allowed the inventory of the warehouse to become abnormally high. 
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This may have been bad business judgment but it was not a crime and 
there was not evidence of negligence so as to make a civil suit feasible. 


4. Some licenses were held for speculation at the time of the enact- 
ment of the 1947 act limiting the number of licenses issuable according to 
population. Some of those licenses were renewed. This was contrary to 
the spirit but not the letter of the Liquor Control Act; however, the entire 
situation has now changed due to decisions by the Supreme Court of Mon- 
tana and by the acts of the 1947 and 1949 Legislative Assemblies. 


5. The State of Montana took a considerable loss on slow moving 
liquor during the period under investigation. Much of the loss was incurred 
as a result of unwise purchases made during the serious shortage of liquor 
between 1944 and 1947. All of this liquor has now been sold. The method 
of showing, in the accounts of the Liquor Control Board, the loss occasioned 
by the mark down of the selling price of this liquor was not according to 
the best accounting practices. The loss was carried at the end of the year 
as “Cost of Sale” and in the annual report does not appear as a loss. Thus, 
the loss is not reflected in the report. Although this method of showing 
loss is not according to the best accounting practices and does not indicate 
to the average observer that a loss has occurred in the sale of liquor, there 
is nothing criminal involved in this transaction. 


6. A thorough investigation of the activities of the State Liquor 
Control Board reveals that at no time were wholesale licenses issued to any 
person or corporations in this or any other state. During the liquor shortage 
of the war years certain liquor outside of the State was not available to 
the State Liquor Control Board but could be purchased by private in- 
dividuals. Certain groups made up of citizens of Montana purchased 
whiskey outside of the State and sold it to the Montana State Liquor 
Control Board at Office of Price Administration prices. This liquor was 
shipped to the Liquor Control Board. The Board then made the usual mark 
up on the liquor, levied the proper state and federal taxes and sold it at 
retail to the groups who had sold it to the Board. This type of transaction 
was approved by the Supreme Court of Montana in the case of Carey v. 
McFatridge, 115 Mont. 278, 142 Pac. (2d) 229. It is impossible to determine 
whether money was lost by the State on these transactions. 


7. During the war years and shortly thereafter certain banks loaned 
money to various persons throughout the State to be used by them to 
purchase liquor. These banks took the whiskey as security for the money 
loaned. The whiskey was stored in the bank vaults or in storehouses under 
the control of the banks. The storing of liquor in a place other than a 
place licensed by the Liquor Control Board is contrary to the regulations 
of the Board. This condition was corrected. 


8. An independent trucking line, employed.by the Liquor Control 
Board, hauled a great deal of liquor for the Board. This trucking line was 
involved in many suspicious transactions which were thoroughly inves- 
tigated. Aside from the case involving a present inmate of the State 
Penitentiary, which will be considered at length later, no evidence was 
uncovered which was substantial although there were many suspicious 
Sree as which have never been satisfactorily explained by those 
involved. 


9. The major portion of the abuses revealed by the investigation 
occurred in the operation of Store A at the warehouse in Helena. This 
store has been abolished. 


Many of the records of Store A were inadequate and do not give the 
information necessary to account for all the transactions at that store. 
Due to the passage of time and the failure of the persons to cooperate with 
investigators it is impossible to place responsibility for the discrepancies 
in the operation of this store. 


10. One of the most controversial issues involved in the entire inves- 
tigation involves the method of calculating the 8% excise tax collected by 
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the State of Montana. Chapter 41 of the Laws of 1939 required that the 
Board levy an excise tax on the “retail selling price” of liquor sold by the 
Board. From the time the law was put into operation in 1939 until 1947 
the excise tax was calculated on the cost of the liquor. By the method 
used in levying the excise tax a lower price was charged the people of 
Montana for the liquor they consumed. There was a legitimate question 
as to the method of levying the various taxes to be collected by the Board. 
This question has not altogether been resolved today. In 1945 it was noted 
that there was a difference between the law and the method used by the 
Board in levying the excise tax. It was decided that the method should be 
changed at that time but due to Office of Price Administration regulations 
the method was not abolished until 1947 when the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration went out of existence. 


11. Investigation was made into theft of liquor tax stamps from 
the Board. No definite information could be obtained pointing to the guilty 
parties. It would appear that there was outright theft of stamps which 
should have been thoroughly investigated and corrective measures taken 
at the time of the theft by the then liquor administration, but after the 
passage of three or more years the trail was too cold to follow. At the 
present time stamps are serially numbered so as to make theft and illegal 
use much more difficult, if not impossible. 


12. The case of the forementioned inmate of the State Penitentiary 
was thoroughly investigated. In 1947 he stole some 400 cases of liquor 
from a warehouse in Helena and sold this whiskey in Pocatello, Idaho. He 
also sold some six cases of whiskey which he stole from the Board. All 
of these thefts occurred while he was driving a truck for the trucking line, 
heretofore mentioned. He was interviewed in the penitentiary and at dif- 
ferent times told three different stories. Nothing in the stories related by 
him would indicate that he was associated with any employee or member 
of the Liquor Control Board. 


13. No evidence was produced to substantiate any charge that liquor 
inspectors were bribed to give favorable reports to the Board. 


14. The question of the issuance of licenses and the investigation of 
applicants for licenses was looked into. There was a definite laxity on the 
part of the Board and of the inspectors employed by the Board in the 
handling of the applications for and issuance of licenses. After considering 
all the facts, evidence sufficient to sustain a law suit was not found. 


The above is only a general resume of the situations investigated. The 
present Liquor Control Board has corrected those methods of doing business 
which were pointed by the investigation as being incorrect and unwise. 
There is still much to be done to improve the Liquor Laws of Montana. 
The powers of the inspectors for the Board should be increased and their 
number should be increased. Inasmuch as your request was only for a 
report and not for recommendations, I have not included the recommenda- 
tions herein. If the House of Representatives so desires I will be happy to 
furnish a list of recommendations to correct the abuses revealed, however, 
since most of the abuses have already been corrected a list of recommenda- 
tions would not be of great value at this time. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 
BACKGROUND 


In order that this report be presented in the proper light it is necessary 
that the background of my campaign for law enforcement be generally 
outlined. Since the Thirty-first Legislative Assembly directed my attention 
to slot machines, this report will accent slot machines, but the law enforce- 
ment campaign was directed towards all forms of gambling and other types 
of law violation. 


During the years of 1948 and 1949 and during the first half of the 
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year 1950 there was a tremendous growth of so called non-profit clubs in 
Montana. During this period of time 1441 new non-profit corporations 
were incorporated in this state. These so called non-profit clubs were 
operating slot machines licensed by the State of Montana. It was common 
knowledge throughout the state that these so called non-profit clubs were 
not in fact legitimate corporations but were merely fronts used for the 
purpose of licensing slot machines. The fact that the vast majority of 
these so called non-profit clubs were fronts for gambling and the fact that 
these clubs were violating the corporation and gambling laws were facts 
“winked at” by the public and officers alike. The operation of slot machines 
was rampant throughout the State of Montana early in the year 1949 when 
the campaign against gambling began. As of December, 1948, there were 
5871 Federally licensed slot machines in this state, but only 3185 of these 
slot machines had been licensed by the State Board of Equalization. As of 
the first of April, 1949, there were only 38568 slot machines licensed by the 
State of Montana. The campaign against gambling started on or about 
the first of April, 1949, and immediately the number of slot machine licenses 
issued by the State Board of Equalization showed a tremendous increase. 
This increase can be attributed to the fact that non-profit clubs and other 
slot machine operators were licensing with the State of Montana those 
machines which they had been operating with a Federal license but without 
a state license. During the month of April, 1949, the amount of revenue 
received by the state from slot machine licenses jumped over $48,000. This 
increase alone brought more money into the coffers of the State than was 
expended on the whole of the.law enforcement campaign. To substantiate 
the fact that this sudden increase in the number of slot machine licenses 
was due to something other than a normal increase in business is indicated 
by the fact that during the month of May, 1949, the amount of revenue 
dropped by some $30,000 and never again did the amount of revenue 
received from slot machine licenses even remotely approach the amount 
of money received during the month of April, 1949, except, of course, during 
the month of January, 1950, when all slot machine licenses were renewed. 
By June, 1950, when slot machines were declared to be illegal by the 
Supreme Court of Montana the number of licenses issued by the state had 
reached an all time high of 6218. It has been reliably estimated that slot 
machines were taking as much as $22,000,000 annually from the citizens 
of Montana. Thus, with the expenditure of a little less than $40,000 more 
than $20,000,000 was returned to the legitimate channels of business of the 
State of Montana. 


THE CONDUCT OF THE CAMPAIGN 


Since gambling was open and notorious throughout the State of Mon- 
tana in March, 1949, when the investigation started there was a serious 
question as to the proper method to be used in the conduct of the campaign 
against slot machines and other forms of gambling. There was a serious 
question as to the legality of slot machines licensed by the state and 
operated by the non-profit clubs. However, in addition to the gambling 
earried on by the so called non-profit clubs, gambling was also carried 
on in a vast scale in various parts of the state by professional gamblers 
who had plied their trade for many years in Montana. A great many slot 
machines were in operation in the state without licenses; card games, such 
as twenty-one, were being openly carried on, and Chinese lottery, craps, 
and roulette could be found operated at many points in Montana. 


After due consideration of the situation it was decided to proceed first 
against those places which were operating unlicensed slot machines, Chinese 
lottery, craps, twenty-one, roulette or other games about which there could 
be no question of illegality. Since it was almost impossible to secure evi- 
dence of active participation in the gambling games on the part of the 
actual owners and operators of the places conducting such gambling (only 
employees participated in the games), it was decided to proceed under the 
provisions of Chapter 10 of Title 94 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947. This Chapter provides a procedure whereby a premises on which 
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gambling occurs may be closed as a common public nuisance. Law suits 
brought under the provisions of this chapter are in the nature of a pro- 
ceeding in rem against the property involved, but it is also provided that 
an injunction may be issued enjoining the operators of the business and 
the owners of the building from continuing the violation of the law which 
constitutes the public nuisance on the premises involved. By proceeding 
under this chapter it was necessary to show the location of the premises 
involved and that gambling occurred there. To obtain evidence of gambling 
presented the major problem and therefore it was necessary that inves- 
tigators, whose testimony would be accepted by the courts, be employed. 
It is common knowledge that people dislike and refuse to appear as wit- 
nesses in gambling cases. A great deal of information was received, and 
is still being received, from good citizens who wish that the gambling laws 
be enforced but who are unwilling to go to court and testify as to their 
knowledge of gambling. Many letters are received from anonymous cor- 
respondents and from people who are willing to reveal their identity but 
caution us not to mention their name in connection with a specific gambling 
place for fear that they, or some member of their family, will suffer bodily 
harm or reprisal. The Attorney General’s Office was fortunate in securing 
the services of capable investigators, whose testimony has been believed 
by the courts as against the direct contradiction of others. When these 
investigators had secured evidence sufficient to justify the filing of actions, 
several suits were filed against those places where unlicensed slot machines, 
twenty-one, Chinese lottery, and other forms of gambling had been detected. 


In some few of these suits the defendants recognized that there was 
overwhelming evidence against them and defaulted or allowed a judgment 
of abatement be entered against them. Chapter 10 of Title 94, Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947, further provides that the owner of the building 
which has been abated may petition for re-opening of the premises abated 
under bond providing that only legal legitimate business will be carried on 
on the premises and that the nuisance will be abated. The majority of the 
premises abated have been re-opened under bond for the conduct of le- 
gitimate business. 


The defendants in a few of these first cases elected to litigate the 
issues involved. These litigations gave rise to certain legal issues which 
required that cases be prosecuted to the Supreme Court of Montana. 


One of the first legal issues to be taken to the Supreme Court of Mon- 
tana for determination was the question of whether a district court could 
issue a temporary injunction, without a hearing, restraining the continu- 

ance of nuisance on the premises and maintaining the status quo as to the 
‘moveable property involved. The Supreme Court decided that where af- 
fidavits showing prima facie that a gambling nuisance exists were filed 
with a complaint asking abatement of a gambling nuisance the district 
court should issue a temporary restraining order enjoining the continuance 
of the nuisance and the providing for the maintenance of the status quo 
as to the moveable property concerned. It was further established that the 
Supreme Court of Montana could issue a temporary injunction to maintain 
the status quo until the appeal of the issues involved could be determined. 


One of the first acts which was done in the initiation of the campaign 
against gambling was to contact all of the county attorneys by letter and 
ask for their cooperation in the campaign. Some of the attorneys gave 
freely of their time and efforts to assist in the conduct of this campaign 
and some actively participated in the conduct of litigations which were 
directly involved in the campaign. 


After much study it was determined that it would be necessary to 
proceed against all slot machines including those licensed by the State 
and operated by the so called non-profit clubs. At this point a few county 
attorneys proceeded to seize slot machines licensed by the State and oper- 
ated by non-profit clubs. These cases were abatement cases, as described 
above. The defendants in these abatement proceedings, pleaded as a matter 
of defense that the slot machines had been licensed by the state and were 
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thus legal, and therefore, their operation did not constitute a gambling 
nuisance. This raised the issue as to the legality of the slot machines 
licensed by the state. 


In conjunction with the above mentioned abatement brought to test 
the validity of licensed slot machines, four county attorneys brought crim- 
inal actions which made it possible to approach the problem from all pos- 
sible angles. Therefore, a case was brought to the Supreme Court wherein 
the defendant was accused of illegal gambling for operating licensed slot 
machines. Other criminal cases were brought to the Supreme Court where 
the accused was charged with setting up and conducting a lottery by the 
operation of licensed slot machines. 


Another case brought to the Supreme Court tested the validity of a 
variation of the game of Chinese lottery. The operators of this game used 
a licensed punch board in the operation of a lottery game and contended 
that the game was legal on the ground a licensed punch board was used 
in playing it. 


All of the cases involving the validity of licensed slot machines were 
argued before the Supreme Court, and on June 30, 1950, the Supreme Court 
of Montana handed down its decision that all slot machines, including 
those licensed by the State of Montana, were illegal gambling devices and 
that slot machines had never been legalized by this State regardless of 
the licensing statute. It was further held that no person or corporation 
could legally possess or operate a slot machine, and that all slot machines 
seized in the State of Montana should be brought before a magistrate and 
destroyed summarily. It was held that the premises on which slot machines 
were operated, whether licensed or not were common public nuisances and 
should be abated. The Supreme Court held that the operation of slot 
machines, whether licensed by the state or not, constituted gambling and 
a violation of the criminallaws of Montana. In the cases testing whether 
the operation of slot machines constituted a violation of the lottery laws, 
it was held that the operation of slot machines, whether licensed by the 
state or not, constituted the setting up and conducting of lotteries in viola- 
tion of the lottery statutes of Montana. 


Immediately with the announcement of these decisions all county at- 
torneys were instructed to seize, and confiscate, all slot machines found 
in the State. Within a matter of hours after the decision of the Supreme 
Court was announced and instructions to confiscate all slot machines had 
been sent out to all county attorneys, all slot machines disappeared from 
the bars, clubs, and other usual locations in the State of Montana. 


The Supreme Court also held that the lottery game played by using 
a licensed punch board was illegal and a violation of the lottery and 
gambling laws of the State. 


With these courageous decisions by the Supreme Court to substantiate 
the position that gambling in all forms is illegal in Montana, other abate- 
ment cases then pending were successfully concluded. 


After the decisions of the Supreme Court a constant surveillance of 
gambling operations through the State was maintained. When violations 
of the gambling laws were detected the county attorney and the sheriff of 
the county involved were informed by letter. In some cases this was suf- 
ficient to at least temporarily bring to a halt the operation brought to the 
attention of the county officials. In other cases when the local officials 
did not remedy the situation, an abatement action was brought by the 
Attorney General. All of these actions have now been successfully concluded. 


From the beginning of the period covered by this report the Attorney 
General’s Office has been harassed by persons who wished to doom the 
campaign to failure. Very early in the campaign an injunction was secured 
against the Attorney General enjoining him from enforcing the laws of 
the State of Montana. This injunction was dissolved by the Supreme Court 
and the campaign continued as directed by the Legislature. 
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As a matter of side issue, attention should be called to two actions 
which resulted in the destruction of a considerable number of slot machines 
by order of the district court. After the decision of the Supreme Court 
holding possession of slot machines illegal the large operators started to 
collect the machines at central points and to store them in warehouses and 
basements. In two instances the storage and transportation of these ma- 
chines was detected and the slot machines were confiscated and destroyed. 
In these instances a suit was brought in the district court of the district 
in which the slot machines were located against the slot machines them- 
selves. The slot machines were seized and brought before the district 
judge, sitting as a magistrate, and were destroyed on order of the district 
court. 


ANALYSIS OF THE CAMPAIGN 


The greatest single expenditure from the law enforcement fund was 
spent in the employment of special investigators and in the payment of 
mileage and per diem while such investigators were traveling over the 
State in search of violations of the laws of this State. 


For the greater part of the past two years the investigators employed 
by this office have been constantly on the road. They have followed care- 
fully planned itineraries designed to cover all sections of the State as 
often as possible and in particular to pay as many visits as possible to 
those communities wherein law violations have been most prevalent. While 
these trips were for the most part of an investigatory nature, the inves- 
tigators were often called upon to appear as witnesses in criminal prosecu- 
tions or abatement actions maintained by this office and in some instances 
appeared as witnesses in’similar proceedings brought by some county 
attorneys of the State. Their services were at all times available to the 
county attorneys and in some few instances they performed investigations 
at the request of county attorneys which resulted in successful prosecution 
by such county attorneys. 


During the course of the campaign the investigators and attorneys 
from my office traveled a total of 86,411 miles. Every area of the state 
was covered. The prime purposes of this travel was to secure evidence 
for the prosecution of actions by this office, to prosecute such actions, to 
advise the county attorneys and sheriffs throughout the State of the condi- 
tion of their counties, and to furnish county attorneys with the evidence 
to successfully prosecute any action they deemed necessary. 


There is on file in my office a detailed breakdown of the dates when 
the investigators were in the various counties of the State. Some of the 
counties, where the laws of this State were being flagrantly violated, were 
canvassed many, many times. In such instances when the reports of the 
investigators were compiled and received in this office, immediately there- 
after the proper authorities in such counties were informed of the nature 
of the offenses being committed or conducted and also directed that the 
persons responsible therefor be prosecuted as is required by law. Ap- 
proximately 2500 written reports have been filed by the investigators. 
These reports were made in long hand by the investigators immediately 
after visiting particular communities and particular places of business. 
When these reports were received in my office they were typed up and 
filed according to counties. Both the original and the typed copy of these 
reports have been preserved and are available for future use in the conduct 
of law enforcement in this State. These reports are of such a nature that 
it is possible to trace the history of almost any gambling operation in 
the State of Montana during the last two years. These reports contain 
evidence of inestimable value to any law enforcement agency operating 
on a State wide level. Many long hours of arduous work have been put 
into the securing, compilation, classifying and filing of this evidence. This 
labor and the taxpayers money which was expended in accumulation of 
this evidence should not be wasted.

During the past two years approximately six hundred letters were 
sent to the county attorneys of this State with reference to violations of 
the gambling and liquor laws. Some of these letters were of general cir- 
culation and were of an advisory nature to inform the local authorities of 
the policies of this office with regard to law enforcement. Most letters 
were dispatched as a result of the reports of the special investigators and 
apprised the county attorneys and sheriffs of specific violations of the 
laws of this state and directed that steps be taken to abate such nuisances 
and bring about the prosecution of the offenders. 


There is also on file in this office a detailed breakdown of the number 
of law enforcement letters sent to each county and the nature of the in- 
dividual letters. In my efforts to enforce the laws of this State I received 
the cooperation of some county attorneys. In some few. instances letters 
sent to local officials advising that gambling and other violations of the 
law were being carried on, received prompt attention and resulted in the 
discontinuance of such violations. 


PUBLIC REACTION TO THE GAMBLING CAMPAIGN 


As an immediate result of the attack on slot machines and gambling, 
hundreds of letters were received by this office from all parts of the State, 
commending the efforts exerted, pledging support and offering informa- 
tion on violations of the gambling laws in various communities. These 
letters, written by laborers, businessmen, wives, mothers, church members, 
ministers of the gospel, numerous groups and organizations and even by 
some gambling addicts themselves who felt that slot machines and gamb- 
ling should be stamped out in their entirety, are representative of the 
feelings and views of the entire citizenry of this State. The receipt of 
these commendatory and informatory letters was heartening and encour- 
aging in the fight to eliminate gambling in Montana, and many hours were 
spent handling, reading and answering this great quantity of mail. It was 
necessary to investigate many leads and tips otfered by these zealous 
citizens. County Attorneys had to be notified of the information which we 
received relative to gambling violations in their respective counties. These 
letters were a direct result of the $40,000 appropriation by the 1949 legisla- 
ture and the time spent by my staff as aforementioned must be considered 
as an additional expense and burden imposed by that appropriation. 


The following excerpts from a few of these many letters are illustrative 
of the general feeling of the people of this State with regard to the 
gambling and slot machine situation in Montana: 


“The recent decisions (referring to the Supreme Court decisions which 
held the possession of slot machines illegal) were good news to a lot of 
people, especially families who in the past had to go short on the grocery 
bills and other necessities of life while the slot machines made fat the 
pockets of the racketeers who owned them.” 


“My ardent hope is that more counties repel these one-armed bandits, 
I personally know of many individuals, who jeopardize their future by the 
lure of the slot machines.” 


“Tf some of that money that is spent on gambling were channelled into 
buying food and clothes and other commodities, the cities, state and coun- 
try as a whole would benefit immensely.” 


“T also have a family and when a person’s pay check has gone for 
gambling it is rather difficult to get along.” 


“Please accept thanks from a mother of three teen age children for 
your stand against gambling interests in the state.” 


“The throwing out of all slot machines in clubs and everywhere else 
is one of the best things ever happened to Montana ....I know members 
of clubs whose children have had to go without the little things that 
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help make living a little more pleasant just because Mom and Dad lost 
money in the slot machines.” 


“There is no future for Montana in gambling — hardly a source of 
wealth in it — but a good source of poverty.” 


“As a mother of three children, I am expressing my complete approval 
and support of your sincere efforts to rid our community of uncontrolled 
gambling. All parents would like their children reared in a state which 
is as free as possible from the many influences which have bad effects on 
young people.” 


“IT wish as a citizen to commend you upon your terrific fight against 
one-armed bandits. I can see in our own little town how they are destroy- 
ing homes and taking money that should go for food for children.” 


“We are writing to encourage you in your fight against legalized 
robbery.” 


“Individually and as an association we oppose the slot machines as a 
social, economic and moral menace. If there is anything that we can do 
to personally assist you we shall be most pleased to give you our full co- 
operation.” 


“There must be eternal vigilance on the part of each of us in Montana 
who would like to see slot machines ruled out forever. They will rear 
their ugly heads the moment law enforcement officials relax .... 


“It seems to me that the tendency of gambling is definitely one that 
should not be enone because of its psychological results upon the 
gambler.” 


Letters are still being received by my office containing information 
and complaints that various establishments are again violating the gamb- 
ling laws of this state. Due to the lack of funds, I am unable to make the 
necessary investigations or to institute legal actions against these violators 
of the gambling laws. The following is a typical example of the com- 
munications now being received by my office, and is indicative of the 
need for constant surveillance to keep gambling out of the State. 


“TIT am appealing to you for more action on the gambling in the state 
of Montana. You did a very wonderful thing when you rid the state of 
slot machines. But speaking from a personal standpoint, I feel that you 
did not go far enough; in that you helped a few while many of us still 
suffer from gambling of another kind, namely, cards and pin ball ma- 
chines. Isn’t there something that can be done soon in this direction? My 
children are suffering for the necessities of life while the money goes over 
the gambling table... .

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CONCLUSIONS 


As will be noted from the above Statement of Account that a total of 
$41,211.65 has actually been expended in the conduct of the investigations 
and of the law enforcement campaign focused principally against slot 
machines and other forms of gambling. This Statement of Account cannot 
reflect the many long hours of toil, the difficulties encountered, and the 
tenacious effort and devotion of duty on the part of the investigators and 
members of the staff which made the campaign a success. It cannot and 
it is not contended that gambling and violations of the law have been com- 
pletely eliminated from Montana. Much remains to be done to bring law 
enforcement in this state to the level demanded by the citizens of Montana. 
If vigorous law enforcement on a state wide level is not maintained it 
ean be expected that gambling and other types of law violation will im- 
mediately and sharply increase. To maintain the status quo as to slot 
machines and other gambling and to extend the law enforcement campaign, 
it will be necessary that this Legislative Assembly adequately appropriate 
funds for that purpose. It is my earnest belief that a sum of $80,000 is the 
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minimum necessary to properly carry on the law enforcement functions of 
the Attorney General’s Office. 


Once again I wish to remind you that the decision of whether or not 
a law enforcement program shall continue to be directed from the Attorney 
General’s Office is a decision for the Legislature to make — such can be 
accomplished by an adequate appropriation for that purpose.

House Bill No. 327, introduced by Reed, Haines (Missoula) and Karl- 
berg. A bill for an act entitled: “An act to repeal Section 75-4114 of the 
Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, relating to bond limit — term — rate of 
interest — form.” Referred to Committee on Townships and Counties. 


House Bill No. 328, introduced by Lien and Atkinson. A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend Section 75-1303 of the Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, relating to the official staff of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction by providing for the appointment, qualification and 
compensation of certain supervisors, professional and clerical help; by 
providing for establishment of a division of school budget statisticians; 
providing the membership and duties thereof, and making an appropriation 
for compensation therefor; repealing all acts in conflict herewith.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on State Boards and Institutions.” 


House Bill No. 329, introduced by Committee on Military Affairs. A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act authorizing the State of Montana to join 
with other states and with the United States in an interstate civil defense 
and disaster compact; prescribing procedure for withdrawal from the com- 
pact; prescribing the powers of the governor with reference thereto; and 
setting forth the provisions of the compact.”

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Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the equipment of patrolmen; providing 
for additional issue of uniform, and repealing all acts and parts of acts in 
conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Highways and Highway 
Transportation. 


House Bill No. 332, introduced by Rieder, Reed and Working. A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 17, Chapter 199, Session 
Laws of 1949, Section 75-1816, 75-1817, 75-4534, 75-4585 of the Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the distribution of money available to 
districts, the formula for apportionment of county funds, and procedures 
on budgeting and levying for joint school districts, to provide for the use 
of cash balances, to provide for budgets and levies in joint school districts.” 
Referred to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 333, introduced by Esp, Seofield, Atkinson, Brownfield 
and Brenner. A bill for an act entitled: “An act providing for the registra- 
tion of certain societies, corporations, associations, political parties, as- | 
semblies, and other bodies and organizations; defining ‘subversive organiza- 
tions’, and requiring such organizations to file reports, documents and 
information with the Secretary of State, and providing for the making of 
rules and regulations by the Secretary of State; prohibiting the sending 
and delivery to non-members of letters, leaflets, and other written or 
printed matter, unless the same bears the name of such organization and 
the names and addresses of its officers; and providing penalties for viola- 
tions of this act.”

House Bill No. 338, introduced by Clark, Valach, O’Connor, Graybill 
and McElwain. A bill for an act entitled: “‘An act to amend Section 11-2803, 
Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, relating to the vacation of plats in 
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abandoned townsites by providing for the county commissioners to vacate 
certain county owned lands, and repealing all acts or parts of acts in con- 
flict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Townships and Counties. 


House Bill No. 339, introduced by Cook, Emmons and Tripp. A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 69-202 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, relating to the powers of the division of industrial hygiene 
of the State Board of Health and providing that in addition to present 
powers, the State Board of Health may make investigations including

House Bill No. 352, introduced by Anderson (Cascade), Esp, Magnuson, 
Page (Granite). A bill for an act entitled: “An act permitting the broad- 
cast and reporting of all public school activities by radio broadcasting and 
television stations licensed by the Federal Communications Commission.” 
Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 
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House Bill No. 358, introduced by Schiltz, Smith and Magnuson. A 
bill for an act entitled: ‘An act to amend Section 84-4176, Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, relating to refund of taxes, percentum and costs paid 
more than once or erroneously or illegally collected, by providing for refund 
of taxes, percentum and costs mistakenly computed on government bonus 
or subsidy; repealing all acts in conflict.” Referred to Committee on 
Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 354, introduced by McElwain, Corcoran, Brenner, Brad- 
ley and Van Dyke.

A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 75-4101 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, relating to the definition of high schools to provide for 
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junior, senior and six-year high schools and for additional rules and regula- 
tions for their administration to be adopted by the State Board of Educa: 
tion; providing for the repeal of Section 75-4102.” Referred to Committee 
on Education. 


House Bill No. 410, introduced by Hawks, by request. A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act relating to the salaries of county attorneys; providing 
a method and procedure for fixing and determining such salaries; re- 
quiring boards of county commissioners to fix such salaries in accordance 
with such method and procedure; and repealing Section 3 of Chapter 177 
of the Laws of 1949, and all other acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with.” Refered to Committee on Townships and- Counties. 


House Bill No. 411, introduced by Schiltz. A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act providing for the manner of securing an affidavit for publication 
of summons and for the manner of serving summons by publication of 
both known and unknown defendants in quiet title actions, repealing Sec- 
tion 93-6206, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, and amending Sections 
93-6207 and 938-6208, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, and repealing all 
other acts or parts of acts in conflict therewith.” Referred to Committee 
on Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 412, introduced by Schiltz. A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act authorizing the court or judge to fix by order the manner in 
which and the time for which notice shall be given in proceedings pursuant 
to Section 91-601 through 91-5211, inclusive, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, except in those cases where a citation is required and in case of notice 
to creditors and repealing all acts or parts of acts in conflict therewith.” 
Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 418, introduced by Schiltz and Aronow. A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to validate and confirm sales or dispositions hereto- 
fore made or attempted to be made by any county of any property in which 
such county had or claimed any right, title or interest, and all instruments 
of transfer or conveyance heretofore made or executed by any county, and 
to declare that all such sales, dispositions and instruments have vested in 
the grantee or purchaser, as of the date thereof, all right, title and interest 
of the county in and to the property described or covered.” Referred to 
Committee on Townships and Counties. 


House Bill No. 414, introduced by Sagunsky, Sales and Haines (Flat- 
head). A bill for an act entitled: ‘An act to provide for a tax on trucks, 
trailers, semi-trailers and busses operating over and upon the highways 
of the State of Montana and a tax on new passenger motor vehicles on 
which no property tax has been paid and for which the purchaser thereof 
seeks to have licensed in the State of Montana; providing for the rate of 
such tax; providing for the collection thereof by the county treasurers of 
the respective counties in the State of Montana; providing for the deposit 
of 95% of the proceeds of said tax in the state highway general fund in 
the state treasury; providing for blanks to be provided to the county 
treasurers by the Montana Highway Commission; providing for reciprocity 
as provided in Section 538-129, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947; providing 
for exceptions for motor vehicles operating for hire exclusively within 
limits of incorporated cities or towns or within two miles of such limits; 
providing for the retention of 5% of said tax by the said county treasurers; 
providing for the enforcement of the act and penalties for the violation 
thereof; providing for the effective date of the act, and repealing all acts 
and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on High- 
ways and Highway Transportation. 


House Bill No. 415, introduced by Tripp, by request. A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 71-222, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, by repealing the provisions for per capita tax of two (2) dollars for 
the county poor fund; and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict 
herewith.” Referred to Committee on Townships and Counties. 
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House Bill No. 416, introduced by Tripp and Cook. A bill for an act 
entitled: ‘An act to provide for revocation of retail liquor, club, and beer 
licenses if illegal gambling devices are used or kept on the premises; pro- 
viding for special proceedings for revocation of such licenses; and repealing 
all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on 
Liquor Control. 


House Bill No. 417, introduced by Rostad. A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 75-2006, 75-2008 of the Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, relating to the state correspondence school and appropriations 
for the same, to provide for certain elementary pupils and persons wishing 
citizenship training courses, to provide for fees to be charged, and to 
provide for rules and regulations governing the same.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Education. 


House Bill No. 418, introduced by Working and Andersen (Richland). 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act making appropriations for the state 
public school general fund and providing for the manner of distribution 
thereof for the period beginnine July 1, 1951, and ending June 30, 1953.” 
Referred to Committee on Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 419, introduced by Sagunsky, Sales and Haines (Flat- 
head). A bill for an act entitled: “An act amending Section 53-122 of 
the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to registration fees of motor 
vehicles — fees — disposal of proceeds — fee for half year — dealer’s regis- 
tration and transfer thereof — public owned vehicles exempt from license 
or registration fees — license or registration fees for trailers and semi- 
trailers and tractors — providing for transfer of funds from the motor 
vehicle fund of the Registrar of Motor Vehicles to the motor vehicle record- 
ing fund (sometimes called the motor vehicle administrative fund) — pro- 
viding for deposit of all fees, other than license fees, except dealer license 
fees, collected by the Registrar of Motor Vehicles, in said motor vehicle 
recording fund for the payment of expenses of the maintenance and opera- 
tion of the Department of the Registrar of Motor Vehicles.”

A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 75-3401 and 75-3402, 
Chapter 384, Session Laws of 1947,:relating to the transportation of pupils 
to provide for the transportation of pupils who attend private non-profit 
schools.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 422, introduced by Foley. A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act repealing Sections 27-401 to 27-425 inclusive of the Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, relating to the Montana State Milk Control Board, pro- 
viding when the act shall take effect.” Referred to Committee on Agri- 
culture, Dairying and Horticulture. 


House Bill No. 423, introduced by Magnuson, Graybill and Sykes. A

“An act making it unlawful for any person to publish, print, mimeograph, 
type or otherwise produce any dodger, bill, handbill, pamphlet or other 
document designed to aid, injure or defeat any candidate or any political 
party or organization or measure before the people, unless it is stated 
therein the name of the chairman or secretary, or the names of the other 
officers of the political or other organization producing the same, or the 
name of some voter who is responsible therefor with his residence and 
street address, if any, together with the name of the publisher, printer or 
other producer thereof with his residence and street address, if any, or his 
place of business, and providing that violation thereof shall constitute a 
misdemeanor, and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” 
Referred to Committee on Privileges and Elections. 


House Bill No. 430, introduced by Lien, Michels, Harpster, Rostad, An- 
dersen (Richland), Omholt, Sykes, Beck, McBride, Emmons and Parker. A 
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bill for an act entitled: ‘An act classifying, governing and regulating the 
operations of motor vehicles by carriers and the users thereof in transport- 
ing passengers and property over the public highways in the state; imposing 
fees, taxes and charges for the privilege of using the highways of the State 
of Montana for the purpose of conducting the business of transporting 
passengers and property thereon for hire, and providing penalties for the 
violation thereof, and repealing Sections 8-127 and 8-128 of the Revised 
Codes of Montana of 1947.” Referred to Committee on Highways and 
Highway Transportation.

providing for the deposit of 95% of the proceeds of said tax in the state 
highway general fund in the state treasury; providing for blanks to be 
provided to the county treasurers by the Montana Highway Commission;

A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate the sum of two hundred 
twenty-five and 32/100 ($225.32) for the purpose of payment and satisfac- 
tion of a judgment heretofore rendered against the Treasurer of the State 
of Montana in the district court of Lewis and Clark County.” Referred 
to Committee on Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 485, introduced by Brenner, by request. A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend Section 68-501, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, in Chapter 5, under Title 68 of said codes, relating to the board of 
administration of the public employees’ retirement act, its powers and 
duties and in particular to sub-division (b) of said section relating to 
credit for prior service, and providing that credit for prior service in state, 
county, city, public district, or contracting public agency, shall be granted 
to persons who were members or employees under the public employees’ 
retirement system. prior to January 1, 1951, on making the contributions

Montana, from invasion by noxious weeds and the spread and distribution 
thereof, under the authoritv of Chapter 8, Title 3, Sections 3-801 through 
3-808, inclusive, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended and sup- 
plemented, and for (b) the administration and enforcement of the laws 
relating to seed warehousemen and buyers, brokers and commissionmen

“An act to amend Section 3-301 (8592.1) Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
under Chapter 3, Title 3, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to 
public warehousemen of agricultural seeds and to buyers of uncleaned 
agricultural seed, providing for citation of this act and defining certain 
terms therein; and to amend Section 3-302 (8592.2) Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, under said chapter and title relating to and presenting the 
licensing of the business of agricultural seed warehousemen and of buyers 
of uncleaned agricultural seed, and presenting license fee, and annual 
indemnity bond and additional bond, and prescribing licensing procedures, 
and exempting bonafide growers of agricultural seeds from licensing; and 
to amend Section 3-306 (3592.6) Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, under

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House Bill No. 441, introduced by Tripp. A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to add a new section to Chapter 16, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, to be numbered 75-1602 A providing for remuneration of school 
trustees and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” 
Referred to Committee on Education. 


House Bill No. 442, introduced by MacDonald, Brenner, Barnard, 
Working, Haines (Missoula). A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend 
Section 12-317 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, relating to dis- 
tribution of codes.” Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 448, introduced by Page (Missoula), Haines (Missoula), 
Reed and Karlberg. A bill for an act entitled: ‘An act providing minimum 
safety and health requirements in auto repair and internal combustion 
engine adjusting plants and in fixed finishing shops; providing that proper 
ventilation be assured, providing for regulations where no mechanical 
system of ventilation is in operation, providing for the health and safety 
of employees in automobile repair and automobile paint shops.” Referred 
to Committee on Public Health, Morals and Safety. 


House Bill No. 444, introduced by Magnuson. A bill for an act en- 
titled: “‘An act to amend Section 61-310 (5859), Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, as amended by Chapter 181, Laws of the Thirty-first Legislative 
Assembly, of the State of Montana, 1949, relating to the adoption of a 
child and requiring the consent of the parents of a legitimate child to any 
adoption, and defining, with certainty, the cases and the circumstances in 
which adoption may be had without such consent, and providing the judicial 
procedures for citing the natural parents into court upon petition for 
adoption, and the methods of service of citation on resident or non-resident 
parents, and defining terms used in the adoption statutes, all to the end 
of removing ambiguities and uncertainties from the said code and statutory 
provisions, and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” 
Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 445, introduced by Peters and Schiltz. A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 1 of Chapter 177 of the Laws of 1949 
relating to salaries of county officers by including in the schedule counties 
of larger populations and greater taxable values than heretofore provided 
for.” Referred to Committee on Townships and Counties. 


House Bill No. 446, introduced by Page (Missoula), Sales, Dokken, 
Purdy, McCarthy, Hess, Westlake, Haines (Missoula), Reed, Crist, Prill, 
Karlberg, Brenner, Dwyer. A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend 
Sections 75-201, 75-203, 75-205 and 75-206 of the Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, relating to the erection, control, management and operation 
of residence halls at state educational institutions comprising the six units 
of the University of Montana, by providing the State Board of Education 
may erect, equip, improve, control, manage and operate other facilities 
and field houses in addition to residence halls at said institutions, defining 
‘facilities’, authorizing the financing thereof by the State Board of Educa- 
tion out of income, providing when the act shall take effect and repealing 
all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on 
Judiciary. 


House Bill No. 447, introduced by Clark, Sykes, Hawks, Purdy and 
Peters. A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 92-715, 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, by providing that monthly payments may 
be converted into a lump sum payment, which lump sum payment shall 
not exceed the estimated value of the present worth of the deferred pay- 
ments capitalized at the rate of two per centum (2%) per annum.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Workmen’s Compensation.

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MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
February 6, 1951. 


Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
' House Chambers, 
Capitol Building, 
Helena, Montana. 


Montana is beginning to suffer economically because of the present 
emergency. Lately, some small businessmen from over the State have 
informed me that they are running out of business. It is getting harder 
to find a job. It would appear, therefore, that we should all immediately 
get together with the view of doing everything possible to bring some 
defense industries into this State. 


It is said under reliable authority that from the early 30’s through 
1945, Montana lost 90,000 people because of no industries in this State. 
These people went to other states where they could find work, and the most 
of them never returned and are now contributing fine citizenship and 
wealth to the states where they found employment. We should not allow 
this to occur again without at least doing everything within our power to 
prevent it. Unless we do work together now, it appears that our skilled 
labor and technicians as well as small businessmen will be forced to leave 
Montana beginning this summer in order to go to states which have a more 
active civic spirit than we now demonstrate. Regardless of the inter- 
national situation, we have to live. We have to do everything to move 
forward. Above all, we should fulfil! these obligations in order that our 
sons and daughters who enter the Service will have something to come 
back to. We should at least demonstrate as much courage in the future of 
this State and nation as those. whom we ask to fight for us. 


In light of the grave situation, I urge that you pass at the earliest 
possible moment House Bill No. 157, which creates a Montana Resources 
Development Board, and provide for a sufficient appropriation so that a 
member of that Board or person designated by it, may immediately pro- 
ceed to Washington, D. C. to represent all of the people of this State in 
endeavoring to procure defense projects for the State of Montana. Other 
states are wide awake and are doing this very thing. Our Congressional 
Delegation is doing everything possible to procure new: industries for this 
State, but they have many other governmental duties to perform and, 
therefore, we should send someone to Washington, D. C. to assist them in 
this worthy project.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


February 14, 1951. 


Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
House Chambers, 
Capitol Building, 
Helena, Montana. 


Highway revenue legislation is of utmost importance at the present 
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time. Taking into consideration our present ‘highway revenue together 
with anticipated highway revenue under House Bill 414, we will have 
only $11,861, 000 for matching Federal aid funds for the next two years. 
This revenue is not adequate because in order to insure our matching 
available Federal funds in the future, and to insure a continuation of a 
highway program in this state, we must have additional revenue at least 
in the sum of $2,775,000 for the next two years. So far, no bills have been 
introduced to provide this additional revenue. If we get this additional 
revenue we will yet be short $2,775,000 if we are to obligate after June 
380, 19538, all Federal funds available under the 1950 Federal Highway 
Act. It was for this reason that I recommended highway revenue in the 
sum of $9,000,000 for the next two years in my message to the Legislature 
at the beginning of this session. If it were possible to provide this revenue, 
we would be able to operate on a current basis after June 30, 1958. 


Unless we procure sufficient revenue for highways during this session, 
we may not only lose Federal aid funds in a substantial amount, but the 
Highway Commission may be forced to: (1) Place drastic restrictions on 
load limits in order to preserve our highways which action will impede 
normal truck transportation. (2) Limit the construction program to fewer 
projects which means that some projects now contemplated for bid in the 
near future will have to be abandoned. 


It is obvious that unless sufficient highway revenue is provided by 
this session of the Legislature, many reconstruction projects will have to be 
abandoned; and thus, maintenance costs will increase and our entire present 
highway system will be jeopardized by deterioration which may involve 
the loss of millions of dollars. 


The situation is acute. Your decision on highway revenue will mean 
either that we begin now to retard our highway program in this State or 
that we continue a progressive highway program which is necessary if 


this State is to go forward.

In all such cases the vote of each house 
shall be determined by yeas and nays to be entered on the journal. If any

HOUSE BILL NO. 395 
INTRODUCED BY WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act to submit to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
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of Montana, to remove the exemption from taxation property of the United 
States, and amending Article XII, Section 2, to so provide.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 2 of Article XII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the General Election to be held in November, 1952. — 


Section 2.. That Section 2 of Article XII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. The property of the state, counties, cities, towns, school 
districts, municipal corporations and public libraries shall be exempt from 
taxation; and such other property as may be used exclusively for the agri- 
cultural and horticultural societies, for educational purposes, places for 
actual religious worship, hospitals and places of burial not used or held 
for private or corporate profit, institutions of purely public charity and 
evidences of debt secured by mortgages of record upon real or personal 
property in the State of Montana, may be exempt from taxation.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot as pro- 
vided by law in case of Constitutional Amendments, and there shall be 
printed on such ballot the title of this act and the following words: 


O For the above amendment.

The elector shall designate his preference for either by making an

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS

any, a sum of money not to exceed eight thousand dollars ($8,000.00) from 
the fund created by said specific appropriation to the general fund of the 
said Eastern Montana College of Education for salaries and expenses; and 
providing that this act shall be in full force and effect from and after its 
passage and approval.”

A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate money for the operation main- 
tenance and other purposes as designated herein, for certain state depart- 
ments and offices for the period beginning July 1, 1951 and ending June

House Bill No. 455, introduced by Appropriations Committee. A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate money for the purpose of pay- 
ing expenses, as designated herein, for the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, Board of Education, transportation of prisoners, library ex- 
tension commission, state forester, governor’s office and state accountant 
and budget office for the remainder of the current fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1951, it having been determined that the appropriations made 
therefor by the Thirty-first Legislative Assembly were insufficient.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Appropriations. 


House Bill No. 456, introduced by Appropriations Committee. A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate money for the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare of the State of Montana to reimburse the said de- 
partment for moneys advanced from its general relief and contingencies 
account for aid to the permanently and totally disabled and for medical 
examinations for the period beginning October 1, 1950 and ending January 
31, 1951, and to appropriate money: for the said State Department of Public 
Welfare of the State of Montana for aid to the permanently and totally 
disabled and for medical examinations for the period beginning February 
1, 1951 and ending June 30, 1951.” Referred to Committee on Appropria- 
tions. 


House Bill No. 457, introduced by Appropriations Committee. A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to appropriate supplementary money for the 
State Department of Public Welfare of the State of Montana for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1951 to enable the said department to discharge its 
obligation to provide payments for old age assistance, aid to dependent 
children and aid to needy blind in an amount sufficient to provide each 
person or family with a reasonable subsistence compatible with decency 
and health, and to provide additional funds for general relief and con- 
tingencies.” Referred to Committee on Appropriations. 
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Senate Bill No. 10, introduced by Weydemeyer, Moss, Bovey and Cot- 
ton. A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for a continuing program 
of conservation education in the public elementary and secondary public 
schools of Montana, and through the six units of the Greater University 
of Montana; providing for field services in the area of conservation educa- 
tion through the staff of Montana State College and the Montana State 
University; providing for at least one workshop each year at Western Mon- 
tana College of Education, Eastern Montana College of Education and 
Northern Montana College; and providing for an elementary school super- 
visor in the Department of Public Instruction; and providing that the type 
of program to be recommended to the schools of the state be determined 
by the State Board of Education in cooperation with the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


Substitute Senate Bill No. 23, introduced by Committee on Counties 
and Towns. A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 11-1202 
of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended by Chapter 139 of the 
Laws of the Thirty-first Legislative Assembly, 1949, relating to awarding 
contracts, for work or for supplies or for materials by cities and towns, 
limiting the amount, period of time; providing for method of advertise- 
ment for consideration of bids, providing for emergency; providing for 
installment contracts; providing for sale or trade of supplies or old equip- 
ment; providing for purchase of supplies from government agencies; pro- 
viding for exclusion of contracts for professional, technical engineering 
and legal services from the provisions of the act; amending the same by 
raising the maximum period of days of the last publication before the con- 
sideration of bids from ten (10) days to fifteen (15) days.” Referred to 
Committee on Affairs of Cities. 


Senate Substitute for Senate Bill No. 30, introduced by Committee on 
Judiciary. A bill for an act entitled: ‘“‘An act relating to a license tax on 
trade stimulators including punch boards, pull cards, and similar devices, 
fixing the amount of such tax, prescribing the method of administration by 
the State Board of Equalization, defining the terms used herein, the dis- 
position of revenue from said license tax; providing for the licensing of 
distributors and dealers, and providing penalties for violation of this act, 
and repealing Sections 84-5701 and 84-5702, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, and all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to 
Committee on Ways and Means. 


Senate Bill No. 57, introduced by Hibbs, by request. A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Sections 82-203, 82-204, 82-205, and 82-206, 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the Montana Armory Board, 
providing for its organization, meetings, and quorum, its powers and 
limitations, the verification of expense claims allowed, and the objects oe 
the board.” Referred to Committee on Military Affairs. 


Substitute Senate Bill No. 58, introduced by Committee on Finance 
and Claims. A bill for an act entitled: “An act amending Section 79-902, 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, granting authority to the State Board of 
Examiners to authorize expenditures to be made or liabilities to be in- 
curred in any fiscal year by educational institutions, state institutions, de- 
partments, boards, commissions or bureaus to meet unforeseen and unan- 
ticipated emergencies; providing for written applications for such author- 
ization to be made by such institutions, departments, boards, commissions 
and bureaus, and specifying the contents of such applications; limiting the 
aggregate total amount of such emergency expenditures, inclusive of all 
liabilities to be incurred, to a maximum of one hundred fifty thousand 
dollars ($150,000.00) in any fiscal year; and repealing all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 


Senate Bill No. 63, introduced by Busch, Larson, Kelly, Wilson (Toole). 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act for the submission to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to the Constitution of 
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the State of Montana, amending Section 6 of Article XVI of said constitu- 
tion, relating to the authorization of the Legislative Assembly to provide 
for the election or appointment of county, township, precinct and municipal 
officers not otherwise in the constitution provided as public convenience 
may require increasing the limit of time of office from two years to four 
years.” Referred to Committee on Constitutional Amendments and Federal 
Relations. 


Substitute Senate Bill No. 65, introduced by Committee on Fish and 
Game. A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Chapter 100 of the 
Session Laws of the Thirty-first Legislative Assembly, 1949, relating to 
the protection of fish and game; providing for the authority of the Fish 
and Game Commission to prohibit the use of small fish, dead or alive, in 
certain streams or lakes in the State of Montana; making it unlawful for 
any person or persons to transplant or introduce any species of fish, game 
birds or game animals without authorization from the Fish and Game 
Commission; providing that said Fish and Game Commission shall have 
power to promulgate regulations; providing penalties for violation of this 
act; and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Fish and Game.

A bill for an act entitled: ‘An act to set the standards 
of the practices of electrical engineering and to safeguard life, health, 
property, and promote the public welfare; providing for the registration 
of qualified persons as electrical engineers, and providing for the certifica- 
tion of engineers-in-training; defining the terms electrical engineer, ‘en- 
gineer-in-training’, ‘practice of electrical engineering’; creating a State 
Board of Registration for Electrical Engineers and providing for the ap- 
pointment of its members; fixing the term of the board and defining its 
powers and duties; setting forth the minimum qualifications and other 
requirements for registrations; making the administration of this act 
self-supporting by establishing fees with expiration and renewal require- 
ments; and providing for the enforcement of this act and penalties for its 
violation.””

A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend Section 92-1001, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, by providing the minimum capital and surplus structure of insurance 
companies and insurance organizations insuring employers’ liability under 
compensation plan No. two, and providing for revocation of right of insur- 
ance companies and insurance organizations to operate in Montana for good 
cause.” Referred to Committee on Workmen’s Compensation. 


A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to amend Sections 16-214 and 16-223 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana of 1947, defining the boundaries of Fergus and Judith Basin 
counties.”

Senate Bill No. 97, introduced by Padbury. A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 11-2403 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
as amended by Section 1 of Chapter 52 of the Laws of the Thirty-first 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 1949, and Section 11-2404 
of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to city and town water- 
works and sewerage systems and the issuance of revenue bonds therefor; 
prescribing the procedure for elections thereon; providing for the refund- 
ing of such bonds; and authorizing the making of covenants for the secur- 
ity thereof, relative to charges for water and sewerage services to the 
municipality.” Referred to Committee on Affairs of Cities. 


Senate Bill No. 111, introduced by Worden. A bill for an act entitled:

the existence of constituent corporations shall cease and that property 
rights and liabilities shall vest in the surviving corporation; providing for 
the rights of objecting stockholders, that actions pending at the time of 
merger shall not be affected, that prior mergers and consolidations shall 
be validated; providing for the effective date of this act, and that this act 
shall not amend, repeal or modify any of the terms and provisions of

15-1807 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947.” Referred to Committee 
cn Judiciary. 


A bill for an 
act entitled: “‘An act to amend Section 87-145 of the Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, relating to penalties for violation of the Unemployment 
Compensation Law of the State of Montana, by providing for prosecution 
of persons who make false statements or representations in order to obtain 
or increase benefits or to prevent or reduce payment of benefits to any in- 
dividual entitled thereto or to avoid or reduce contributions or other pay- 
ments required from employing units under employment security laws of 
sister states, or of the federal government, making this act effective upon 
its passage and approval, and repealing all acts and parts of acts in con- 
flict herewith.” Referred-to Committee on Social Security. 


Senate Bill No. 118, introduced by Weydemeyer, Winters, Valiton, 
Wenger, Evans. A bill for an act entitled: “An act separating the De-

SENATE BILL NO. 63 
Introduced by Busch, Larson, Kelly, Wilson (Toole) 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act for the submission to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Montana, amending Section 6 of Article XVI of said Constitu- 
tion, relating to the authorization of the legislative assembly to provide for 
the election or appointment of county, township, precinct and municipal 
officers not otherwise in the Constitution provided as public convenience 
may require increasing the limit of time of office from two years to four 
years.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 6 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State 
of Montana at the general election to be held in November 1952. 


Section 2. That Section 6 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 6. The Legislative.Assembly may provide for the election or 
appointment of such other county, township, precinct and municipal officers 
as public convenience may require and their terms of office shall be pre- 
scribed by law, not in any case to exceed four (4) years, except as in this 
Constitution otherwise provided.” 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the Official Ballot provided by 
Section 23-1102 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, and as provided by 
law, and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the 
following words:

The following report was read: 


February 24, 1951. 
Mr. Speaker: 


We, your Committee appointed for the purpose of investigating sub- 
versive and un-American activities in the State of Montana and to investi- 
gate the desirability or necessity,of the appointment of an interim com- 
mittee of the Montana State Legislature to investigate subversive and un- 
American activities in Montana, make the following report: 


Because of the lack of time; and the occupation of the members of the 
committee in their ordinary duties, the committee feels that it did not have 
sufficient time to make thorough investigation into the situation. How- 
ever, from the hearings had and the investigations made, your committee is 
convinced that in the state of Montana there are individuals and groups 
actively engaged in spreading communistic, subversive and un-American 
propaganda. The activities of these people and these organizations have 
infiltrated into local and state government and into the various educational 
institutions, at least to some degree. 


From the committee’s investigations, we are convinced that there is 
immediate need not only to investigate such activities but to examine the 
various laws of the state of Montana with an idea of securing passage of 
acts now before this legislature, and other necessary legislation, in order 
to properly control any persons or organizations found to be disseminat- 
ing un-American communistic or subversive propaganda. We feel that in 
a great majority of cases, the public officials, the teaching profession, and 
various other industrial, labor, civic and fraternal organizations are 
patriotic and require no investigation or regulation. 


Because of our findings, and because of the further fact that the rec- 
ords of certain federal investigating agencies are not open to inspection 
by law enforcing agencies of the state of Montana, and because of the 
further fact that there is no official board or organization within the state 
of Montana to properly handle these necessary investigations and, if need 
be, prosecutions, we respectfully recommend that such interim committee 
be appointed to continue the work of this committee and report back to 
the Thirty-third Legislative Assembly, and that such interim committee 
be authorized to cooperate with all state and federal investigating and 
enforcement officers. 


We feel that such interim committee should be guided by certain defi- 
nite rules of procedure, and we therefore recommend: 
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Chi sbhat such interim committee be empowered to hold hearings, issue 
subpoenas to require the attendance of any person or persons to testify 
under oath; 


(2) That such committee be authorized to incur such expenses as may 
be necessary to properly make their investigations, and that such expenses 
be paid out of the legislative appropriation of the Thirty-second Legislative 
Assembly, by warrant drawn by the State Auditor upon claim duly ap- 
proved by a majority of the members of such committee; 


(3) That in the conduct of the interim committee, in both public and 
private sessions, witnesses shall be permitted to have counsel when they 
so desire; 


(4) That subcommittee reports shall not be made public until they 
are approved by a majority of the full committee; 


(5) That executive sessions shall precede open sessions, for the pur- 
pose of determining whether witnesses are willing to answer direct and 
pertinent questions; 


(6) Individuals who have been accused in open hearings shall receive, 
on request, an opportunity to testify openly before the committee. When 
they so request, they shall be served with subpoenas, which would permit 
the committee to defray their expenses in coming to testify; 


(7) Witnesses shall receive the opportunity, in the discretion of the 
committee, to make a written or oral statement in their own behalfs when 
they have finished the usual questioning. 


(8) That the committee take under advisement the feasibility and 
desirability of excluding certain types of information media (radio, tele- 
vision, newsreels, etc.) from open hearings. 


(9) An accurate stenographic record of any public hearing or of any 
executive hearing that is made public should be made available to a wit- 
ness or his counsel when requested. 


(10) That all persons named in public hearings or in committee state- 
ments to the press, shall, upon their request, have the right to appear be- 
fore the committee with the same rights as witnesses. 


We further recommend that the members of such interim committee 
be paid the sum of Ten Dollars ($10.00) per day and their necessary ex- 
penses incurred in the performance of their duties, to be audited and paid 
as other expenses of the committee.

Section 26-128 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947 relating to the 
posting and publication of orders, rules and regulations of the State Fish 
and Game Commission, making the printed publication thereof prima facie 
evidence of the passage thereof, and repealing all acts and parts of acts in 
conflict herewith.” without my approval and objections thereto. 


The present statutes seem to be adequate in safeguarding the rights of 
an accused but under this act such is not the case, in my opinion, because 
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a copy of a publication of the State Fish and Game Commission under the 
bill would become prima facie evidence without being duly and properly 
authenticated. This type of procedure would require the defendant in a 


criminal case to bear the burden of ascertaining whether or not the pub- 
lication is in effect. 


This bill, in my opinion, would require the defendant to prove his inno- | 
cence rather than requiring the State to prove his guilt, beyond a reason- 
able doubt, as set forth by our Constitution and Laws.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


February 26, 1951. 
Speaker of the House, 
House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 


I have this day approved House Bill No. 150. 


This bill appears to lodge in the Board of Education, matters which, 
before its enactment, were lodged in the Board of Examiners, such as cur- 
rent expenses, and in auditing, paying and reporting bills for salaries or 
other expenses. As you know, the Board of Examiners meets frequently, 
while the Board of Education meets quarterly. With the new power in- 
vested in the Board of: Education, as heretofore set forth, it may well be 
necessary for the Board of Education to meet monthly in order to expe- 
ditiously take care of matters affecting our university system, and to avoid 
confusion by a delay of such matters. 


In order to take care of this exigency, an additional appropriation must 
be made by this Legislature in addition to any contemplated appropria- 
tion the Legislature may have in mind to cover the expenses for quarterly 
meetings of the board. 


‘In making this additional appropriation, I recommend at least three 
times the appropriation which you contemplate for the meetings of the 
board, so that the board may meet monthly, if necessary. 


I agree fully with the intent of the bill, since I believe that matters 
effecting our educational system should be lodged in the Board of Educa- 
tion. For this reason, I am approving the bill and for the further reason I 
believe the Board of Education should meet more often in order to ade- 
quately perform its duties, in spite of additional expense.

Returned herewith is House Bill No. 75 entitled: 


“An act to amend Chapter 88 of the Session Laws of the Thirty-first 
Legislative Assembly, 1949, directing the State Board of Examiners to 
issue University of Montana building bonds of the State of Montana under 
the provisions of Chapter 249 of the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly, 1947, 
which law was submitted to the vote of the electors of the state at the 
general election held in the State of Montana on November 2, 1948, and 
received a majority of the votes cast for and against it at said election; 
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and which law provided that moneys derived from the sale of said bonds 
should be used for the purpose of construction and equipping of necessary 
buildings, other permanent improvements, acquisition of necessary grounds 
therefor, in and about the University of Montana, consisting of the six 
units thereof now existing: namely, Montana State University at Missoula, 
Montana State College at Bozeman, Montana School of Mines at Butte, Mon- 
tana State Normal College at Dillon, Eastern Montana State Normal School 
at Billings, and the Northern Montana College at Havre; provided for the 
serial issuance of said bonds, and limited the use of the funds for the 
purposes set forth, and validated such use, and providing for the allocation 
of the proceeds of said bonds to the several institutions therein named,” 
without my approval, and objections thereto. 


The State Board of Examiners allocated the sum of $5,000,000 to the 
various units of our university system in accordance with House Bill No. 75. 
The allocation made by the Board of Examiners coincides with the alloca- 
tion made by the Board of Education. 


Let it be distinctly understood that I am not in any manner attempting 
to decide the merit of the contentions made by the various parties in the 
present litigation concerning the allocations. 


Since the Board of Examiners has now made the allocation in line with 
the Board of Education and in line with House Bill 75, any question con- 
cerning jurisdiction of either becomes moot, and the way appears to be 
cleared for termination of all litigation now pending, or litigation which 
might have arisen on this point. 


Matters relative to powers of the Board of Education as to the planning 
and determination of needs for the buildings, as contained in House Bill 
No. 75 are amply covered in House Bill No. 150, which I have this day 
approved.

Returned herewith is House Joint Resolution No. 4, entitled: “A reso- 
lution memorializing the Congress of the United States of America to pro- 
pose an amendment to the Constitution of the United States relative to 
iaxes on incomes, inheritances’ and gifts.” without my approval, and ob- 
jections thereto. 


This resolution entices Congress to call a convention for the purpose of 
proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the United States limiting 
the power of Congress to tax incomes, inheritances and gifts in an amount 
not to exceed twenty-five per cent. It is evident from a study of the pro- 
posal, that if such an amendment were adopted, it would apply only to 
the wealthy and would be of no benefit to the average man or woman. The 
proposed amendment would favor large corporations giving no redress to 
the small businessman or the small corporations. Income taxes are gen- 
erally devised upon the principle of requiring those to pay who have the 


ability to pay. The proposed amendment would be repugnant to this 


principle. 


It is fundamental that we must pay for items for which we ask from 
the Federal government, and we cannot keep asking for these items while 
at the same time refusing to pay for them. 


It is said that approximately three-fourths of our national expenses 
are due to the past wars and for defense. We are now in an emergency 
and threatened by a hostile power. It would appear, therefore, that under 
these conditions, we should not give priority to money over security of this 
Nation because if we lose our security, our dollars will be of no benefit 
to us. 


The resolution prohibits adequate defense which might avert war be- 
cause of the maximum placed on incomes, inheritances and gifts. Under the 
resolution, we would have to be in a war before the maximum of twenty- 
five per cent could be raised and then.only by a vote of three-fourths of 
each house. Right now, we are in a national emergency so grave in my 
opinion that we must do everything possible in the matter of national de- 
fense using all money needed for such defense without limitations. Be- 
cause of this fact, it would appear obvious that if the amendment were 
adopted a general Federal and State sales tax would be the result, a result 
which I believe could only be brought about in spite of objections on the 
part of a majority of the people of this State and Nation. 


Under the proposed Constitutional amendment Russia would have to 
declare war upon us before we could spend over the twenty-five per cent 
limitation for defense. Speaking literally, the horse then would be out of 
the barn, and there would be a good chance that the Russians would spend 
our money for us without any say on our part.

HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 3 
Introduced by Wiedman 


A resolution providing for the appointment of an interim committee to 
investigate subversive and un-American activities in the State of Montana; 
providing for the powers of said committee and the rules governing its 
conduct; and providing for the expenses of such committee. 


WHEREAS, on February 26, 1951, the House of Representatives of the 
Thirty-second Legislative Assembly adopted the committee report sub- 
mitted by the special committee appointed for the purpose of investigating 
subversive and un-American activities in the State of Montana, in which 
report this committee recommended the appointment of a permanent com- 
mittee for the same purpose; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the House of Representa- 
tives of the Thirty-second Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 
that an interim committee of not to exceed five (5) members be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, for the purpose of inves- 
tigating subversive and un-American activities in the State of Montana, and 
that such committee report back to the Thirty-third Legislative Assembly 
on its findings and activities during the interim. 


‘BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that such interim committee be auth- 
orized to cooperate with all state and federal investigating and enforce- 
ment officers. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that such interim committee be con- 
fined to and guided by the following rules of procedure: 


(1) That such interim committee be empowered to hold hearings, 
issue subpoenas to require the attendance of any person or persons to 
testify under oath; 


(2) That such committee be authorized to incur such expenses as may 
be necessary to properly make their investigations, not exceeding the sum 
of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), and that such expenses be paid out 
of the legislative appropriation of the Thirty-second Legislative Assembly, 
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by warrant drawn by the State Auditor upon claim duly approved by the 
chairman of such committee; 


(3) That in the conduct of the interim committee, in both public and 
private sessions, witnesses shall be permitted to have counsel when they 
so desire; 


.(4) That subcommittee reports shall not be made public until they 
are approved by a majority of the full committee; 


(5) That executive sessions shall precede open sessions, for the pur- 
pose of determining whether witnesses are willing to answer direct and 
pertinent questions; 


(6) Individuals who have been accused in open hearings shall receive, 
on request, an opportunity to testify openly before the committee. When 
they so request, they shall be served with subpoenas, which would permit 
the committee to defray their expenses in coming to testify; 


(6-A) Accused individuals, or their counsel, should be permitted to 
ask a reasonable number of pertinent questions of their accusers, by submit- 
ting these questions to the chairman and having the questions asked by the 
chairman or by committee counsel and presenting evidence pertinent to the 
inquiry. - 


(7) Witnesses shall receive the opportunity, in the discretion of the 
committee, to make a written or oral statement in their own behalfs when 
they have finished the usual questioning. 


(8) That the committee take under advisement the feasibility and de- 
sirability of excluding certain types of information media (radio, tele- 
vision, newsreels, etc.) from open hearings, 


(9) An accurate stenographic record of any public hearing or of any 
executive hearing that is made public should be made available to a wit- 
ness or his counsel when requested. 


(10) That all persons named in public hearings or in committee state- 
ments to the press, shall, upon their request, have the right to appear be- 
fore the committee with the same rights as witnesses.

It is extremely doubtful under House Bill 468 whether the present 
standard of payments can be made for aid to the permanently and totally 
disabled, aid to the needy blind, aid to the dependent children and for old 
age assistance. If we have an increase in the number of these recipients 
after the adjournment of this legislature, there is no question but under 
House Bill 468 there must be a drastic reduction made in the payments made 
to the permanently and totally disabled, to the needy blind, to the de- 
pendent children and to the aged. Such a reduction would work great hard- 
ship upon the recipients in light of the high cost of living, and I am told 
that it is barely possible for these recipients to exist under the present 
payments. 


I, therefore, urge that you provide an additional appropriation as a 
reserve in House Bill 468 so that at least the present standard of payments 
may be made to those already on the rolls and to those that may be added 
to the rolls before the next legislature. In my opinion, the present stand- 
ards of payments should have been raised because of high living conditions, 
and I urge this opinion for your consideration.

I am returning herewith House Bill No. 186 entitled: 


“An act to authdgize the Public Service Commission of Montana to 
regulate and supervise the issuance of securities by public utilities furnish- 
ing electric or gas service in Montana; to specify the purposes for which 
such securities may be issued; to provide for notice of an hearing upon 
applications for the issuance of such securities; to specify the grounds 
upon which such applications may be denied; providing for the prompt 
disposition of such applications; specifying what securities may be issued 
without order of the Commission; providing that securities issued after 
the effective date of this act without approval of the commission shall be 
void; providing that nothing in this act shall be construed to imply any 
guarantee or obligation on the part of the State of Montana in respect 
of any such securities; repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with and providing for the effective date of this act.” without my approval 
and objections thereto. 


The Montana Public Service Commission does not have the facilities 
or the personnel to pass upon the issuance of securities of any corporation. 


The Investment Commissioner of the State of Montana is charged with 
the administration of the Blue Sky Law, and has regulatory powers over 
stock procurements and investment companies under the provisions of 
Sections 66-2001 to 66-2026, RCM-1947. 


This Bill will result in a duplication of duties whereby two departments 
of Government will be charged with the supervisions of the issuance of © 
corporate securities. 


The existing Federal agencies have the trained personnel and the 
experience necessary for the uniform examination, investigation and regu- 
lation of public utility corporations, and the interests of the people will 
be better safeguarded by retention of the present system.

To the Honorable Harry S. Truman, President of the United States, 
the Honorable Oscar L. Chapman, Secretary of the Interior, the Honorable 
Thomas MacDonald, Chief of the Public Roads Administration, the Honor- 
able James E. Murray, and the Honorable Zales N. Ecton, United States 
Senators from Montana, and the Honorable Mike Mansfield and the Hon- 
orable Wesley A. D’Ewart, Representatives from Montana. 


WHEREAS, Montana, the third largest state in the union with an area 
of 146,131 square miles, approximately 556 miles in length with a width 
about one half as much, and a population of approximately 590,000 in- 
habitants, now has 5759 miles in its primary Federal aid highway system 
and 6822 miles in its secondary Federal aid system; that the Federal 
Government now contributes to the cost of construction and reconstruction 
of the primary highway system a sum equivalent to fifty-seven percent 
thereof and contributes to the costs of the construction and reconstruction 
of its secondary system a sum equivalent to thirty-nine percent thereof 
and the balance of the said costs of construction and reconstruction must 
be contributed by the State of Montana and in addition thereto Montana 
is required to pay the entire costs of maintenance of said highway system; 
that excise taxes collected by the Federal Government in Montana on Motor 
vehicles exceeds the total amount contributed by the Federal Government 
to Montana’s Federal aid highway program; that to provide the necessary 
funds with which to match Federal aid, Montana imposes a motor fuel tax 
of six cents per gallon, together with certain other Montana vehicle taxes 
and the people of Montana are not now able to pay any further or additional 
taxes in any form in the matching of Federal aid funds or in the payment of 
costs of maintenance of its highway system; that in order to provide ade- 
quate financial aid in the construction and reconstruction of its said high-
